INTRODUCTION. 



A review of the administration of all the penal institutions in the 
Commonwealth discloses no material change either in methods of 
management or results attained. The number of prisons remains 
the same, and the small difference of only 3 in the total number 
of prisoners exists as compared with the preceding year, which 
ended Sept. 30, 1899. Apparently the decrease in the number of 
prisoners in all the prisons of the State which prevailed for two 
years prior to the last report has ceased, and it may not be unreason- 
able to anticipate an increase during the coming year. The total 
number of prisoners in custody Sept. 30, 1900, was 6,769. From 
the returns received it appears that the smallest number at any one 
time during the year was April 1, when the number was 6,351. 

The law concerning the distribution of public documents was 
amended by the Legislature of 1899 so as to provide for the publi- 
cation of a sufficient number of copies of the commissioners' reports 
to supply the increasing demand for the same. The statutes now 
authorize; in addition to 2,000 copies of the bound volumes, con- 
taining a report of all the prisons in the Commonwealth, together 
with other penal and criminal statistics, 500 copies of that portion 
of the report of the commissioners referring to the State Prison, 
together with the report of the warden of the prison ; 500 copies of 
that portion of the report of the commissioners relating to the Re- 
formatory Prison for Women, including the report of the superin- 
tendent of thdit institution ; and 500 copies of that portion of the 
report of the commissioners referring to the Massachusetts Reform- 
atory, with the report of the superintendent of the reformatory. 

Following the custom for a number of years, the arrangement of 
the reports of the various institutions is in four parts. For con- 
venient reference the volume is paged consecutively from the. intro- 
ductory pages, and at the end a complete alphabetical index to the 
entire document is given.

COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 



Boston, Oct. 1, 1900. 

To the Honorable Senate and the House of Representatives in General Court 

assembled: 

The Legislature of 1900 established the offices of electrician and 
assistant engineer at the State Prison, and provided, in chapter 286, 
that all persons hereafter appointed to either of these positions shall 
be subject to all the obligations and penalties now provided by law 
in regard to other officers of said prison. The law becomes operative 
upon the first day of January, 1901. With the exception of a few 
changes in the list of watchmen and assistant watchmen, the official 
staff at the State Prison remains the same as at the date of the last 
report. The names, rank, date of appointment and salary of the 
officers accompany the warden's report. No changes of importance 
regarding the method of management have taken place during the 
year. The high standard of discipline that has prevailed for several 
years has been maintained, while there has been a marked reduction 
in the number of prisoners punished for violation of prison rules. 

The following officers are appointed by the Governor, with the 
advice and consent of the Council : —

Financial Statement. 

The amount of receipts and expenditures for the management of 
the prison during the year is presented in detail in the report of the 
warden, the total amounts of which are given below. In order that 
a comparison may be made, the receipts and expenditures for the 
past two years are given. In reviewing the two years, it should be 
borne in mind that the average number of prisoners during the past 
year has been 16 in excess of the number for the preceding year.

The net receipts accruing from the labor of prisoners during the 
year amounts to $13,868.51. By deducting this amount from the 
balance in the above statement, a net balance of $135,888.32 remains, 
which is the actual net expense of maintenance of the prison for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1900. 

Condition of Buildings and Grounds. 

By such minor repairs as have become necessary, the prison build- 
ings and shops have been kept in very good condition. Additional 
work has been done upon the walls by rehammering, which has very 
greatly improved their appearance. The prison yard is a model of 
neatness. The Legislature of 1900 made no special appropriation for 
unusual additions or improvements. All repairs that have been 
made, including those upon boilers, referred to in the warden's 
report, have been paid for from the general appropriation for main- 
tenance. The fact that the number of prisoners continues to increase 
makes it more imperative that some arrangement should be made 
whereby a larger number of cells be constructed, or the number of 
prisoners reduced. This important matter has been referred to in 
a number of former reports. 

Commitments and Keleases. 

While there have been fewer commitments to the State Prison 
than during the preceding year, the releases have also been less. 
The number of prisoners received during the year from the different 
courts was 168 ; 2 were returned from the State Asylum for Insane 
Criminals after being pronounced cured. One hundred and sixty- 
nine prisoners have been released during the year, in the following 
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maDner : 44 were set at liberty by the expiration of sentence, as 
shortened by good conduct, these prisoners having been sentenced 
when the statutes provided for a definite term of years ; 86 were 
released upon the expiration of their minimum sentence and prior to 
the expiration of the maximum sentence ; 2 by expiration of maxi- 
mum sentence ; 8 were given permits of release on parole, as 
authorized by chapter 252 of the Acts of 1895. During the year 3 
have died, 4 have been pardoned by the Governor, 11 were removed 
to the State Asylum for Insane Criminals, 9 to the State Farm and 
2 to the Massachusetts Reformatory. The total number of prisoners 
on Sept. 30, 1900, was 854. 

During the first year of the Massachusetts Reformatory, ending 
Sept. 30, 1885, 152 prisoners were transferred from the State Prison 
to that institution ; since then no unusual number of transfers or 
releases have been made. While during this period the number of 
commitments by the courts have varied, the average number of 
prisoners for each year has constantly increased, ranging from 490 
in 1885 to 861 during the past year. Beginning with 1885, the 
number committed by the courts, together with the average number 
for each year, are given in the following table : —

Number of Commitments from Each County. 

The only marked changes in the number of prisoners committed 
from each county appear in Bristol County, where the total number 
received has increased from 7 in 1899 to 16 for the year closing with 
the date of this report ; in Essex County, where there has been a 
decrease from 21 to 13 ; and in Middlesex County, from 32 to 15. 
A smaller number of prisoners has been received from the United 
States courts than for several years past. An amendment to the 
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statutes governing the commitment of United States prisoners is 
suggested, and will be found with the recommendations on the last 
pages of this report.

Ages and Sentences. 

The age of the oldest prisoner committed during the year was 
seventy-nine years, and the youngest seventeen years. During the 
past four years there has been a perceptible increase in the ages of 
prisoners received. The average age of those committed during the 
past thirteen years is about thirty-one years, while during the past 
year the average is two years older ; 23 were more than fifty years 
of age and 52 were less than twenty-five years. During the year 6 
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have been committed for the balance of their natural lives ; 1, serv- 
ing a life sentence, has been transferred to an insane hospital and 1 
to the State Farm, leaving at the present time a total of 68 prisoners 
who are serving sentences of life imprisonment. One prisoner, 
serving a definite sentence of 15 years, has been returned from the 
Asylum for Insane Criminals, where he had previously been removed, 
and 2 have been committed by the United States courts for a definite 
period ; all others committed during the year received sentences of 
a minimum and maximum time. 

For the ten years immediately preceding the enactment of the law 
of 1895, which provides for a minimum and maximum limit to the 
term of sentence, the average length of sentence was 5 years and 7 
months. For good conduct in prison the prisoner sentenced under 
the definite term was entitled to a reduction of a certain number of 
days in each month, which lessened to a considerable extent the 
actual time served. The average length of minimum sentence im- 
posed during the past year was 4 years, 11 months and 5 days, 
while the average maximum time was 6 years, 8 months and 26 days. 
The average minimum term is slightly in excess, while the average 
maximum term is substantially the same as that of the preceding 
year. It is probable that the actual average time served under the 
present minimum and maximum law does not greatly differ from that 
served under the definite period system. There is this advantage, 
however, of the present law, — that the prisoner is under the sur- 
veillance of the authorities for a longer time after his release. 

Including the 68 prisoners who are serving life sentences and 12 
committed by the United States courts, there are now 225 serving 
definite sentences and 629 who have been committed under authority 
of the act of 1895, known as the indeterminate sentence law.

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Eegommitments. 

Of the 24 prisoners recommitted during the year, 19 were for the 
second time, 3 for the third time and 1 each for the fourth and fifth 
times. In a majority of these cases each of the crimes for which the 
prisoner is sentenced is similar. For illustration, the forger con- 
tinues to be a forger, while the one committed for a fifth time stands 
convicted four of the five times for breaking and entering. The 
percentage of recommitments last year was substantially the same 
as the average for the past twenty years, as shown in the following 
table : —

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In order to show the actual number of recommitments, the follow- 
ing table is given, showing the number who have been previously 
committed to some other prison. Compared with last year, there 
has been a marked decrease in the number received who had pre- 
viously served sentences in the Massachusetts Reformatory and in 
prisons in other States, with a nearly corresponding increase of 
those who had been committed to jails and houses of correction. 
The percentage of those received who had previously been inmates 
of either the State Prison or other prisons does not materially differ 
from preceding years. 

That the offender begins his career of crime by committing less 
serious offences is made prominent by the fact that, out of a total of 
168 commitments by the courts during the year, 93 had before been 
inmates of other prisons, in most cases of either the county prisons 
or the reformatory, where commitments are made for minor offences.

By way of explanation, it should be stated that in the table given 
above the total number of commitments exceeds the total number of 
prisoners committed, and is due to the fact that a number of prison-

ers had been inmates of more than a single class of institutions ; that 
is, the same person may have been committed to a jail for assault, 
to the reformatory for larceny and to the State Prison for robbery. 

Habitual Criminals. 

Chapter 435 of the Acts of 1887 provides that whoever has been 
twice convicted of crime, sentenced and committed to prison in this 
or any other State, or once in this and once at least in any other 
State, for terms of not less than three years each, shall, upon con- 
viction of a felony committed in this State, be deemed to be an 
habitual criminal, and shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
State Prison for twenty-five years. The act also provides that 
when it shall appear to the Governor and Council that any person 
thus sentenced has reformed, they may issue to him a permit to be 
at liberty, upon such conditions as they deem best. 

There are now serving in the State Prison 25 prisoners who have 
received sentence in accordance with the provisions of this law. 
Notwithstanding that 5 commitments were made last year of men 
who had previously served two or more sentences in the State 
Prison, none were sentenced as habitual criminals. There have been 
no releases by the Governor and Council during the year. Three 
prisoners were transferred to the State Farm by the commissioners, 
with the approval of the Governor and Council, and 1 was removed 
to the Asylum for Insane Criminals. The average time that the 25 
prisoners have served is about seven years. 

It is not at all improbable that in a large proportion of the cases of 
prisoners who are serving sentences of twenty-five years they were 
what the law indicates as habitual criminals, and doubtless justly 
merited the sentence imposed. It can be seen, however, that the 
incoming of others under similar conditions, with sentences of four 
to five years or five to seven years, necessarily creates not only a 
feeling of unrest but of resentment at what cannot otherwise be con- 
strued than an injustice in the administration of the law. 

Nativity op Prisoners. 

In the two tables that follow, the birthplace of prisoners received 
daring the year, together with the birthplace of their parents as far 
as it was possible to obtain this information, is given. No diflerence 
over preceding years is apparent.

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Estimates fob the Ensuing Year. 

In the annual reports of 1897 and 1898 the conamissioners called 
attention to proposed changes in the grade of Austin Street, rendered 
necessary in the effort to abolish grade crossings in connection with 
the Boston & Maine Railroad. At that time it seemed probable that 
these changes would have been made before this date, and, with this 
probability in view, repairs on the entrance trap to the yard on 
Austin Street have been delayed. Unless there is a likelihood that 
the changes in the grade of the street will be made in the near future, 
an appropriation should be made to cover the expense of repairing 
the entrance trap. 

It is believed that the following amounts will be sufficient to prop- 
erly meet the expenses of maintenance of the prison for the coming 
year : — 

Salaries, 182,200 00 

Provisions, 86,000 00 

Clothing,. 8,000 00 

Fuel and lights, 18,000 00 • 

Repairs upon buildings, . . . ... . . 6,500 00 

Water, 4,600 00 

Education, 500 00 

Aiding discharged prisoners, . . . '. . . . 550 00 

Incidental and travelling expenses, . . . . . 12,800 00 

Total, t^l63,550 00 

The only sources of income to the prison, aside from profits ac- 
cruing from the labor of prisoners, are from the houses owned by the 
State and rented to the officers of the institution, and the amount 
received from the United States government for board of prisoners 
received from the United States courts.

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WAEDBN'S REPORT. 



MA88A0HU8BTT8 StATB PRISON, ChABLBSTOWN, Oct. 10, 1900. 

To the Commissionera of Prisons : 

I have the honor to submit my eighth annual report of this insti- 
tution, for the year ending Sept. 30, 1900. 

There is little out of the ordinary course of matters to note. 

The prison population has been unusually healthy, with a gradual 
increase in numbers. 

The expense of maintenance has been somewhat increased, partly 
owing to the increase in numbers and some unusual repairs, as well 
as a general advance in material. 

The prison buildings are generally in good repair. 

The two oldest boilers connected with the plant have been 
thoroughly overhauled and repaired, at the expense of about $600, 
and paid for from the regular appropriation. 

Our average number this year has been 16 more than in 1899. 
Number of deaths, only 3. Number of insane transferred to the 
State Asylum for Insane Criminals, 11. The number of insane 
may seem large to those unacquainted with the facts. We have 
endeavored to cause an early examination when one was suspected 
of being mentally unsound, and, if convinced of his insanity, to give 
him the earliest possible benefit of expert medical treatment by 
recommending his transfer to the State Asylum. 

The same crowded conditions exist in this prison as last year, 
with an increased population. While we have experienced no 
serious difficulty in caring for the present number, it may seem 
advisable to consider further cell accommodations. 

I will also call your attention to the condition of the wooden trap, 
which should receive attention, unless early changes are anticipated 
in the grade crossing of Austin Street and the Boston & Maine 
Bailroad. 
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I recommend that the amount of 1163,550 be appropriated for 
the maintenance of the State Prison and keeping in repair the real 
and personal property connected therewith for the year 1901, as 
follows: officers' salaries, $80,000; provisions, $36,000; clothing, 
$8,000 ; education, $500 ; discharged prisoners, $550 ; fuel and 
lights, $13,000; repairs and improvements, including all dwellings, 
$6,500 ; water, $4,500 ; contingent, incidental and travelling ex- 
penses, $14,500; total, $163,550. For 1900, total appropriation 

was $164,000.

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CHAPLAIN'S BEPOKT. 



To the Commissioners of Prisons : 

The year just closed has witnessed the steady ongoing of the 
chapel services without abatement of interest, in the asual order, 
viz. : Mass, 8.30 a.m. ; Sunday-school immediately following; gen- 
eral service, 10.30, including a sermon or address. The second 
Sunday in each month is usually given to a praise and song service. 
In these services we have been fiivored with the assistance of Rev. 
E. D. Mallory, Mrs. Harriott T. Todd, Chaplain D. H. Tribou, 
C. P. W. Nims, Rev. A. S. Burrows and Mrs. M. B. Booth, the 
latter coming twice, and on the last occasion making an address to 
members of the League in the chapel on Saturday afternoon during 
the hour of liberty in the yard, and on the following morning an 
address in the general service. These discourses were singularly 
helpful in character and in power of conviction, and were most 
timely. 

Kev. A. S. Burrows rendered valuable and satisfactory service in 
the absence of the chaplain while attacked by La Grippe. Mrs. 
Alice J. Harris has twice given song services at which Deacon 
Jameson of Tremont Temple has made addresses. These services 
were deservedly popular and attended by profitable influence, under 
which all seemed to feel indebted for good received. 

Members of the Ashman Family, with accompanying friends and 
instruments, have continued their helpful visits as opportunity has 
been possible. The Wallenthin Sisters have inspired and moved 
the congregation by their excellent singing. Mr. Kennedy and Mr. 
Hartman have severally rendered charming service with the violin. 
Master Edward Casey has given good service with the cornet. 
Music and song still hold an important place in the aid of well-doing 
in the prison. The Sunday-school missed some sessions in March 
and April by the illness of the chaplain, additional to the vacation 
always had in the months of July and August. 

The hospital has effectually given its beneficent service, doing 
good work for its inmates and the population of the prison. On 
several occasions singers who have been engaged on Sabbath mom- 
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iDgs in the chapel have also visited the hospital to sing for the sick, 
greatly to their satisfaction and comfort. 

The prayer meeting held in the schoolroom daring liberty in the 
yard Saturday afternoons has been a centre of interest, instruction 
and encouragement, not to say new life and well-being, to its mem- 
bers and others. 

The school for an hour four afternoons in the week, when not in 
vacation, has maintained its power for good, suggesting larger 
promise for the future. Some have realized almost a new creation 
by attainments gained here. If not an actual observer, one can 
hardly appreciate the lift and moral enlargement accomplished here 
by seemingly helpless men. 

The teachers have steadily improved the opportunity of associa- 
tion in mental exercise at the regular Wednesday afternoon sessions 
called for by their organization, given to discussions, essay reading 
and criticism, which are continued in the interest of thought, culture 
and possibly hope, and increase of ability in the work assigned them. 

The use of school books of all kinds and languages required has 
been as active and to all appearance as profitable as in any former 
year. The demand for means of studying the Scriptures has never 
been more active or the study more systematic and helpful. 

The library has been as much in demand as ever, although it fails 
to give in many instances what is required, as for instance, special 
information on points vital to human progress, varied mental enter- 
tainment and healthful recreation. Its resources are crippled by 
age, use and poverty. Many of its volumes have been several times 
bound, many worn out completely, leaving no equivalent in their 
places. Catalogues have for many months been too few for the use 
of readers. Only by loaning to each other do many get the use of 
them, while some have never. seen one. Every effort is made that 
no one shall be without books who desires them, or without desired 
information although no book is at hand to give it. As nothing is 
more desirable to the well-being, the highest morale of the prisoners 
than healthful mental activity, it is of the highest importance that 
the best books, work of the best minds, be freely supplied to them. 
This is essential if they are expected to know how to use them. 
The condition of the library has given rise to urgent calls for text 
books, reference books, books of travel, biography, science and 
literature, to supply which every effort has been made. Friends 
and others have worked with us to meet the demand. Prisoners as 
a rule are students or readers. Those who are not generally have 
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a good reason for their course, for most part arising from the desire 
to be ready for entrance into the world again, which event they are 
expecting. 

Figures showing the use of the library are as follows: whole 
number of books issued, 39,383 ; per cent, of fiction, 36 ; average 
number of readers, 725 ; non-readers, 129 ; average number of 
issues to each reader, 54; books rebound, 175; .books newly 
covered, 2,857. Sixteen books have been added, mainly to fill 
vacancies. Whole number of books in library, 6,731. Investiga- 
tion has shown that the difference between the totals of this year, 
and those last rendered has arisen from erroneous methods adopted 
in making and keeping the counts. Experience suggests that the 
adoption of a card catalogue will obviate difficulties, and make it 
possible to know the precise conditions of the library at all times. 
If this were done, printed slips containing titles of books, classified 
according to character, could take the place of the present catalogue, 
doubtless with more satisfaction to the readers. These again could 
be made in the prison. They would also admit of additions and 
alterations at any time. This, it is needless to say, would greatly 
simplify all use and conditions of the library. 

Large amounts of miscellaneous literature, magazines, books, etc., 
have been contributed by friends, to the real relief of the prison 
readers. One Sunday-school society sent 135 books from its library. 
For all of this, and other attentions and favors from interested people, 
grateful thanks are hereby returned. 

In the interest of good reading for all who Wish for it, the prison 
furnishes 150 copies of the •* Youth's Companion'* and 100 copies 
of '* Sabbath Reading,'' weekly. For the same purpose Mrs. Booth 
gives 100 copies of the '* Volunteers' Gazette" every week. The 
*• Parish Visitor" (monthly), 50 copies; ''Zion's Herald," 12; 
*« Christian Advocate," 10; «< Union Signal," 12; *' Christian Wit- 
ness," 5, — all come each week, as a gift from their several pub- 
lishers. These and other publications that come to the prison are 
of inestimable value to its life and mental well-being. They are 
met by eager readers, who often give thanks. The usual magazines 
and papers are still supplied for the use of the teachers connected 
with the prison school. 

There is an earnest effort prevalent at the present time to profit 
and quicken the mental conditions existing in this community, by 
means of a manuscript monthly newspaper, wholly the work of 
prisoners, to which is wished the fullest success. 
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Idleoess, sickness and insanity always tend to the increase of care, 
anxiety and fresh efforts to secare mental employment or diversion, 
evolving sometimes most touching experiences suggestive of much 
good. 

The yard with its games and exercise ; the bright cleanliness and 
order everywhere ; the cheery and fitting display of grass, flowers 
and shrubs, -7- the care and pride of the yard force, — developed in 
its fullness and beauty by the aid of a tireless, constant friend with- 
out ; the opportunity to work wherever found, — each and all min- 
ister always to the content and life that gives moral and physical 
advantage of abiding value. The restraint of evil, the conversion 
of the evil-doer, — the objects for which the prison was established, 
— the discipline and instruction needful to the securing these re- 
sults, have found fresh illustration and corroboration in the daily life 
of the year, as vital agencies in the lead to better thought and 
truer life. 

Continued experience in prison life has deepened and strength- 
ened the conviction that in simple kindness or humaneness there can 
be nothing subversive of the best order, and nothing in love that is 
inimical to perfect discipline ; that intelligent sympathy and broth- 
erly care .are really helpful in securing sincere obedience, and mak- 
ing proper basis for manly feeling, and hope of better future. As 
the laws of God are unerring and constant, never to be disregarded, 
so his love for his creatures may never be forgotten. While care, 
toil and opportunity come with each moment of duty, and responsi- 
bility burdens every hour, to inspire and nerve one to tireless re- 
sponse to calls to aid the fallen to gain the better life, nothing more 
assures the worker than to remember that God himself is love. 

For all assistance, and the good understanding felt in the endeavor 
to perform all duties devolving upon him in the year now closed, the 
chaplain hereby returns sincere thanks, with grateful heart, and with 
the hope of largest blessings for all connected with his life and work 
in the prison, and also for those without, who have shared with him 
the care and effort necessary to securing work and homes for erring 
or hapless men, who have entered the struggle of life again from the 
prison. 

Leaving the receding year with its record to Him with whom there 
is mercy and good hope, this report is now respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING 
DISCHARGED CONVICTS. 



To the Commissioners of Prisons : 

During the year ending Sept. 30, 1900, assistance has been fur- 
nished to 1,538 discharged prisoners. One thousand and seventeen 
had been inmates of the Massachusetts Reformatory, and were helped 
to a new start in the effort to make an honest living at an expense 
to the State of $3,198.27. In 521 cases aid was furnished to 334 
men, 180 of whom had served terms in the State Prison and 154 in 
the jails and houses of correction of the Commonwealth. 

The parentage of the 334 iiien is as follows : Americans, 71 ; Irish, 
174; English, 26; British Provinces, 23; French, 6; Italians, 8; 
Germans, 5 ; Scotch, 3 ; Portuguese, 1 ; Poles, 2 ; Russians, 3 ; 
Hungarian, 1 ; Hebrew, 1 ; Cuban, 1 ; West Indian, 1 ; Africans, 8. 
One hundred and seventeen were married and 217 were single ; 324 
were white and 10 colored ; 228 were intemperate and 106 temper- 
ate ; 330 could read and write and 4 could neither read nor write. 
Eighty-six had been convicted more than three times. One hundred 
and thirty-five belonged in Boston, 133 in Massachusetts outside of 
Boston, 40 in other States and 26 had no homes. The average age 
at the time of release was 35.06 years ; average length of sentence, 
3 years. 

Assistance was furnished in 326 instances from the appropriation 
for aiding convicts discharged from the State Prison, as follows : —

incidentals (medicine, peddling outfits, examination fees, stationery 

and postage), 87 80

During the same period I have assisted 195 men released from 
prisons, expending $1,261.62, which amount has been furnished 
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from the funds of the Massachusetts Society for Aiding Discharged 
Convicts, and applied in cases where the State funds were not 
available. 

Four out of the 169 men released from the State Prison during 
the year have been returned to that institution. 

It appears to have been easier for the ex-prisoner to find work 
during the past year than heretofore. Many have gone direct from 
prison to places of employment. Some of the more able-bodied men 
have enlisted in the army, and in one way or another nearly all have 
been provided with a chance to make an honest living. 

About $50,000 is annually expended by the authorities in Massa- 
chusetts for aiding discharged prisoners. In addition to this amount, 
considerable money is contributed by the charitable people of Boston 
for the support of homes, lodges and missions, which are largely 
patronized by persons who have at one time or another been in 
prison, but who unfortunately are of the idle and drinking sort that 
are least likely to reform. 

To intelligently help discharged prisoners, one should have all the 
reliable information it is possible to obtain about them. The au- 
thorities know how many times a man has been in prison, for what 
crimes, how he has conducted himself while there, his capabilities 
for earning a living, who are his relatives and friends, and many 
other facts which it is impossible that a stranger should know. This 
is of great help in deciding what to do for the man upon his release, 
and prevents attempts at imposition. 

If the people who desire to help the discharged prisoner to a better 
life would give their influence and support to push forward this work 
upon the lines already established, rather than spend their efforts 
and money in experimenting with new and untried methods, I be- 
lieve that much additional good can be accomplished, at greatly less 
expense. Charity, counsel and sympathy are all factors in this work, 
but the greatest of these is charity.

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PAKDONS FROM THE STATE PRISON. 



Foar prisoners were pardoned from the State Prison daring the 
year, three by the Governor, and one, committed by the United 
States Circait Coart, by the President. The reasons for granting 
these pardons were as follows : — 

SuMNEB Bruce. Convicted of breaking and entering and larceny, 
Superior Court, Essex County, Jan. 17, 1899. Sentenced to the State 
Prison for from three to four years. Pardoned Nov. 4, 1899, upon the 
recommendation of the prison physician. Bruce was in the last stage of 
consumption, with no possible chance of his recovery. He died November 
22. 

John H. Hanlet. Convicted of assault with intent to kill, Superior 
Court, Essex County, Oct. 8, 1897. Sentenced to the State Prison for 
from two and one-half to six years. Pardoned March 21, 1900, upon the 
recommendation of the prison physician, upon the ground that Hanley was 
incurably ill with a complication of diseases. He died two days after his 
release. 

Eugene H. Morgan. Convicted of stealing letters from United States 
mail boxes. United States Circuit Court, District of Massachusetts, Dec. 3, 
1897. Sentenced to the State Prison for six years. Pardoned by the 
President, July 20, 1900. Morgan was suffering with a fatal illness, and 
it was the opinion of the physician that he would not recover. He died in 
September. 

James Lowe. Convicted of breaking, entering and larceny, Superior 
Court, Worcester County, Aug. 29, 1899. Sentenced to the State Prison 
for from four to six years. Pardoned June 26, 1900, as he was dying with 
pulmonary tuberculosis. He lived but fourteen days after his release.

COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 



To the Honorable Senate and the House of Representatives in General Court 

assembled : 

At the time of the last annual report Mrs. Frances A. Morton 
was performing the duties of superintendent of the Reformatory 
Prison for Women, under authority of an appointment as acting 
superintendent by the commissioners. Early in the month of De- 
cember Mrs. Morton received from the Governor an appointment as 
superintendent. On the 26th of the same month she filed the neces- 
sary bond which the statute requires, and qualified for the office. 

Upon the first of August Miss Ettie L. Lee tendered to the Gov- 
ernor her resignation as chaplain. Miss Lee had filled the office of 
chaplain since 1892. Previous to her appointment in that capacity 
she had occupied other official positions in the prison, including that 
of deputy superintendent. The vacancy occasioned by Miss Lee's 
resignation has not yet been filled ; the duties are being performed 
by Miss Susan P. Harrold, a former chaplain of the institution. 

During the year the prison has maintained the same high standard 
of discipline that has characterized the place for many years. The 
rules governing the institution have for their object the reformation 
of its inmates as well as the preservation of good order. It is grati- 
fying to note that in many instances the effort to reclaim the fallen 
woman is not without substantial results. In the report of the 
superintendent a detailed statement of the financial management of 
the prison for the year is given. The total amounts of receipts and 
expenditures for the past year are herewith presented. 

The offices of superintendent, physician and chaplain are filled 
by appointment by the Governor, and confirmed by the Executive 
Council, while all other officers are appointed by the superintendent 
with the approval of the commissioners. Accompanying the super- 
intendent's report will be found a list of the names of all the officers, 
their date of appointment, rank, and annual salary.

No marked change appears in the amount of receipts for the past 
two years. The increase of about $5,000 in the amount of expendi- 
tures as compared with the preceding year is mainly due to the fietct 
that a larger amount has been paid for fuel and lights, and that some 
unusual repairs have been made upon the farm buildings and grounds ; 
these have been paid for out of the general appropriation for main- 
tenance of the institution. 

Enactments of the Legislature of 1900. 

The act of 1890, which provides for the registration and identifica- 
tion of criminals, was amended by the Legislature of 1900 in such a 
manner as to make it apply to all convicts hereafter sentenced to the 
Reformatory Prison for Women for a crime which if committed by 
a man would be a felony. In pursuance of this act, the same sys- 
tem of measurements as obtains at the State Prison and the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory has been established, under the direction of 
the superintendent. 

Under authority contained in chapter 277 of the Acts of 1900, the 
superintendent, subject to the approval of the commissioners, is mak- 
ing arrangements with the Framingham Water Company whereby a 
sufficient supply of water may be obtained in the event of a fire in 
any of the prison buildings. 
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Commitments and Disohabges. 

There has been a slight decrease both in the number of prisoners 
committed and the number discharged, as compared with the year 
preceding. The total number of women in the custody of the State 
is now 240. Of this number, 11 are performing domestic service in 
different places, having been indentured in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the statutes authorizing the commissioners to contract for 
employing prisoners in domestic service upon such conditions as 
shall seem best, having regard for their welfare and reformation. In 
most cases this method of release from the prison has proved bene- 
ficial. The courts have committed to the prison during the year 218 
women, two less than last year; 9 have been transferred from other 
prisons, only 1 has been pardoned, and 2 have been transferred to 
the insane hospital. Two hundred and twenty-six have been re- 
leased, either at the expiration of sentence or a short time previous 
to such expiration, on account of good conduct in the prison. 

CoNDrriON OP Prison Buildings. 

No special appropriations were made last year for additions or 
repairs to the prison buildings, the payment for necessary minor 
repairs being made from the ordinary maintenance account. 

Two recommendations are made by the superintendent for addi- 
tional buildings. In order to provide for the same, an appropria- 
tion not included in the estimate for general maintenance will be 
necessary. Every prison has usually a small percentage of the class 
of inmates referred to by the superintendent. While they are not 
irresponsible to the extent of being proper subjects for the asylum 
for insane criminals, they do seem to be impervious to the ordinary 
methods employed in the usual reformatory discipline. Not only is 
it advisable that this class of prisoners be kept apart from others for 
their own good, but that the necessary good order of the prison may 
be more readily maintained. In 1894 a block of cells was con- 
structed at the State Prison for the same purpose. Experience has 
demonstrated the wisdom of erecting such a building. Estimates 
have been made which warrant the belief that this addition could be 
made for $5,000. 

The wooden buildings referred to by the superintendent, and 
which have for years been used for storage purposes, are badly out 
ot repair, and should be replaced by a brick building suitable for 
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storage of provisions and merchandise of different kinds, and to 
include a large refrigerator. For this purpose it is believed that 
an appropriation of $9,000 will be necessary. The commissioners 
approve of each of these recommendations. 



Estimates for the Year. 

For the ordinary expenses of maintenance of the prison during 
the ensuing year, it is estimated that an appropriation of $57,000 
will be necessary, — the same amount as appropriated last year. 
This does not include whatever amount may be necessary for un- 
usual repairs or additions to prison buildings. The total amount 
needed is made up from the following items : —

REFORMATORY PRISON FOR WOMEN. [Oct. 



In Table No. 9, the offences, habits, conjugal condition and educa- 
tion of prisoners are presented. By comparison it will be seen to what 
extent the relation of one class of offences bears toward another. Re- 
gardless of the character of the offence for which commitments were 
made, a large proportion admitted to being of intemperate habits. As 
compared with last year, there appears a marked increase in this re- 
spect. The percentage of illiterates received is also larger than last 
year, although a large proportion were able to read and write. The 
largest percentage of illiteracy is shown among those committed for 
offences against chastity and for offences against public order. Of the 
whole number committed for drunkenness, twenty per cent, could 
neither read nor write. The percentage is practically the same of 
those committed for being common night-walkers and for being idle 
and disorderly. Any one of these offences is commonly associated 
with the others, and usually appears among those of untrained mind 
and a low order of intellect. A decrease appears in the total number 
of prisoners committed for offences against property, also for offences 
against chastity, while a perceptible increase is shown in the number 
committed for offences against public order.

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In the table on page 72 statistical information is presented having 
reference to the ages of prisoners, together with the average length 
of sentences, covering a period of nearly the entire history of the 
institation. The average age of the persons committed daring the 
year remains substantially the same as for the preceding year. Five 
girls were committed who were fifteen years old, while the oldest 
prisoner received was sixty-seven years of age. 

For the past two years there has been a slight increase in the 
average length of time for which prisoners have been sentenced to 
the Reformatory Prison for Women. This applies mainly to those 
committed for other offences than drunkenness. . 

No very marked change appears in the number of prisoners re- 
ceived who had formerly been inmates of the institution, the total 
being the same as last year. There is an increase in the number 
committed for more than the second time, and a corresponding de- 
crease in the number recommitted for the first and second times.

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SUPERINTENDBNT'S RBPOET. 



To the Commissioners of Prisons : 

I have the honor to submit the twenty-third annual report of the 
Reformatory Prison for Women. 

All too soon have the months of another year been counted, and 
its records closed ; results of labor bestowed on mind and body can 
only be told in the years to come. 

There has been one change among the principal officers of the in- 
stitution, the Chaplain, Miss Lee, having resigned. The position 
has not yet been filled. 

I am able to report that good order has prevailed throughout the 
institution. The discipline and deportment keep even pace with that 
of former years. Women have been industrious, and the quality of 
their work will bear examination. 

While the number of prisoners has been smaller during the year, 
the number of weak-minded, irresponsible women is on the increase. 
They are a class of criminals to whom strict discipline cannot be meted 
out ; they cannot comprehend our system, consequently cannot mingle 
in division and work room with those who are well-disposed, but 
must be kept apart by themselves, in order to maintain perfect dis- 
cipline. The present arrangement of our building is such that we 
have no proper place for this class of people, therefore we have been 
obliged to crowd them into the hospital, thereby greatly disturbing 
at times the peace and quiet which rightfully belong to our sick and 
nervous patients, also to the little children, in a great degree inter- 
fering with the work of the physician. 

For a number of years past it has been the custom to permit the 
women to assemble daily in the recreation room for half an hour, to 
mingle and converse with each other ; this has been discontinued, 
and in place of the same the matrons of the different divisions have 
rendered effective assistance by giving simple lessons, questions, read- 
ing stories, etc., talk on some important event of the day, in this 
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way taking their thoughts from self and the past. Already good, 
results are evident from the change. 

There has been a long-felt need of teaching the women to sew by 
hand. The sewing machine has become so common that we find the 
majority of these women know almost nothing about hand sewing. 
To meet this need a sewing class has been formed, with gratifying 
results. We look forward to larger attainments in this line of work 
during the coming year. Another class has been formed, which 
meets one half hour each week, for oral instruction in housekeeping. 
It is not possible to give all our women a place in the kitchen, but 
we hope that in this class instruction may be given which many will 
put in practice in their homes, so that, instead of wasting time in idle 
gossip from door to door or window to window, it may be profitably 
employed in making their homes pleasant and attractive. 

Notwithstanding the extreme drought of the past season, the farm 
has yielded an abundant harvest. A large amount of work has been 
accomplished in the way of repairs, — making better accommoda- 
tions for stock, — protection for farming implements, cleaning out 
and widening ditches, repairing stone walls and fences, making secure 
pastures for cattle, plans for increasing our acres under cultivation, 
the results of which will be apparent in the near future. 

Much out-of-door work has been performed by women. Nearly 
every day since last May women have been sent out, in numbers 
from two or three to twenty-five, in a few instances even more, plant- 
ing potatoes, weeding, gathering all small fruits, keeping lawns clean, 
and a variety of work such as women can do. From the latter part 
of April to October 1 the total number of hours worked by the women 
are 2,264. I believe this out-of-door work inspires in many of the 
women a love for country life, and a regret that they must return to 
the city to live ; it also helps in no small degree to fit them for those 
homes which so many of our farmer friends kindly open to them. In 
a few instances women who have been indentured into good homes 
have been disappointing, although the majority have done well and 
proved themselves worthy of the trust, as letters received prove. 
Many encouraging words have come from those who have gone out 
into their own homes, or, prodigal-like, have returned to the home 
of their parents. 

I have to report the bad and unsafe condition of our meat and ice 
house, woodshed, watch house and room for storing paints, all built 
of wood, which also are in great danger of fire from match or lantern. 
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A great waste is wholly unavoidable because of the decayed state of 
these buildings. Therefore I strongly recommend the replacing of 
these wooden buildings with a brick block, which shall be large 
enough to contain a number of much-needed store rooms, the whole 
cost of which need not exceed $9,000. 

I also most earnestly recommend the addition of a small wing, for 
the safe-keeping of the class of criminals to which I have already 
referred, the cost not to exceed $5,000. 

To the friends who have from time to time so generously remem- 
bered us with reading matter and with flowers, as well as those who 
have come to us, giving a pleasant and profitable hour of entertain- 
ment, I extend a hearty appreciation. Who can tell how far the 
elevating influence of the same may extend.

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CHAPLAIN'S EEPORT. 



To the Commissioners of Prisons : 

Finding myself, at the close of the prison year, temporarily filling 
the position of chaplain, it devolves upon me, not, of course, to give 
a report of the year's work, but to submit to you a short r^sum6 of 
the work since it came into my hands two months ago. 

No change whatever has been made in the method of conducting 
it, but the same general order in which I found it has been observed. 
The usual duties — school session from 1 to 3 o'clock, care and dis- 
tribution of library books, giving words of counsel and cheer to 
individual women as need has arisen or opportunity has offered, the 
evening service at 6 o'clock in the chapel and a school session five 
evenings in the week — have made up the daily routine. 

Sunday we have held a morning service of about an hour at 8.30 
— previous to which Mass has been celebrated by the priest from 
South Framingham ; a general Sunday-school in the chapel (using 
the International lessons), followed by additional instruction in the 
school-room to the Protestant women, who at present number about 
one-fifth of the inmates of the prison. A short evening service at 
6 o'clock has completed the exercises of the day. 

The libraries, both the general library (1,329 volumes) and that 
of the hospital (365 volumes), are in fair condition, although it 
would seem needful, in the coming year, to replace a few of the 
much-worn books, and desirable to add to the libraries some more 
recent publications. 

Allow me to say, in closing, that it has been exceedingly pleasant 
to me, and I have esteemed it a privilege, after eight years' absence, 
to take up again for a little time the work which for so many years 
absorbed my best thoughts and efforts, and in which I can never 
cease to have an earnest, heart-felt interest.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DIS- 
CHARGED FEMALE PRISONERS. 



To the Commissioners of Prisons : 

One of New York's greatest governors, a statesman and philoso- 
pher, once said that he never had occasion, in his official capacity, to 
meet a convict, without thinking that, had each had early surround- 
ings of the other, their positions might have been reversed. To 
most of those with whom this office comes in contact criminality is 
largely a matter of environment ; no one is either wholly good or 
wholly bad. Many become criminals because their surroundings 
make escape from that career practically impossible ; others obey 
the law because they are never tempted to do otherwise. Society 
and the woman once convicted and punished are prone to regard 
each other as enemies, and to wage endless war. In such a war the 
criminal is crushed, but at a fearful cost to society. 

The work of this office is the attempt, at least, to establish co-op- 
eration rather than warfare. How this is to be done in perfection is 
as yet an unsolved problem ; but some things experience has taught, 
and one is that the fallen woman must be taken entirely away from 
her former life and from everything that would reproach her with 
the past. One woman, who had become a veritable Ishmaelite, and 
who was persuaded to leave Boston and given a chance elsewhere, 
is now doing missionary work in a western city. Another said to 
me, '^ For God's sake send me where I shall be away from tempta- 
tion." She was sent south, and is now teaching school, and has 
proved a blessing to those with whom she is brought in contact. 

These and other cases that might be cited afford encouragement. 
They also confirm my opinion expressed last year, that there is urgent 
need of some refuge where they can remain while awaiting work or 
transportation, — this little refuge to be presided over by a Christian 
woman, who shall be so imbued with the spirit of Christ as to enable 
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her to reach down into the very heart and soul of each woman , and 
bring her to a realizing sense of her condition in this life, and of her 
hope in a better life above and beyond. Yoang girls, educated, 
refined, sensitive, who for some reason have suffered imprisonment 
and who yearn for a better life, even as the condemned soul yearns for 
Paradise, have on their bended knees begged for some such haven, 
and that they might not be sent to any place that I have power to send 
them. Will some one say they are criminals, — that society owes 
them nothing ? And yet is it not true that the spire of many a fashion- 
able church casts its shadow upon homes of poverty and wretched- 
ness, upon dens of vice and infamy, where the seeds of crime fall 
upon rich soil and spring up and flourish like the green bay tree ? 
Is it not true that a young girl, unversed in the ways of the world, 
going, without money and without friends, into a large city, be she 
pure as the angels, has oftentimes to choose between want and shame. 
Investigate honestly and thoroughly, and answer these questions in 
the negative before you say society owes them nothing. For them I 
appeal. Have they not a right to demand? We spend millions in 
war; can we not afford hundreds for this work? In writing the 
above I do not fail to recognize all that the State with its many phil- 
anthropies has done and is doing ; but until I am shown that we have 
attained perfection, I cannot cease to appeal. 

The work has increased during the past year, many worthy cases 
having been helped more than once. I have received 1,527 calls for 
help, 934 have been furnished employment, 347 sent to home and 
friends, 27 sent to hospitals, 2 to insane asylums, 12 have died and 
7 have been married. 

Prevention of crime is better than reformation of criminals. In 
the fields of prevention and reformation there is a work appalling in 
its magnitude ; but she who approaches it in the spirit of the lowly 
Nazarene may hope to receive the plaudit, " Well done, good and 
faithful servant." 

I desire to give unstinted praise to the State which supports and 
to all officials who carry on this work. I return thanks to all with 
whom I have been brought in contact, for their kindness to me in my 
work. It has lightened my labor, and to it I owe much of such suc- 
cess as I have attained.

FOR WOMEN. 



One prisoner has been pardoned from the Reformatory Prison for 
Women during the year. The reason for granting this pardon, as 
stated in the Governor's special message to the Legislature, is as 
follows : — 

Elizabeth Nickerson. Convicted of being a stubborn child. First Dis- 
trict Court, Eastern Middlesex, July 7, 1899. Sentenced to the Reforma- 
tory Prison for Women for two years. Pardoned May 2, 1900. The 
prison physician reported that ^^ She has had tuberculosis for many years, 
and is in a critical condition, with no reason to expect an improvement." 
The Commissioners of Prisons recommended a pardon.

Boston, Not. 2, 1900. 

To the Honorable Senate and the House of Bepresentatives in General Court 

assembled: 

The Massachusetts Beformatory was established Dec. 20, 1884. 
During its history but few changes have occurred in its official man- 
agement. Col. Gardiner Tufts was the first superintendent, and 
continued in office until his decease, in 1891. Colonel Tufts was 
succeeded by the present incumbent, Mr. Joseph F. Scott. The 
present chaplain. Rev. William J. Batt, was appointed during the 
first year of the existence of the reformatory, and has continued in 
this capacity during the entire time. There have been but two phy- 
sicians, viz., Drs. George E. Titcomb and Theodore Chamberlin. 
The force of subordinate officers has in the main remained equally 
permanent. Experience in the service is a prominent factor in the 
efficiency of prison officials; reference to this subject is made at 
length in the report of the superintendent. A recommendation con- 
cerning the appointment of officers accompanies this report, and 
will be found on the last pages of this volume, under the heading 
of recommendations and suggestions. 

FmANGiAL Exhibit. 

Following the report of the superintendent, tables are presented 
containing information regarding the financial management of the 
reformatory during the year. The total amounts of expenditures

The profits accruing from the labor of prisoners amount to 
$14,564.34. By deducting this amount from the above balance 
of $205,651.23, we have $191,086.89, which is the net amount of 
expenses in the management of the institution for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1900. This amount has been paid from the general ap- 
propriation for maintenance allowed by the Legislature of 1900. 
In addition to the above, the following small amounts, from appro- 
priations made for specific purposes by the Legislature of 1899, have 
been expended : for furnishing new boilers and setting the same, 
$131.52; for repairing houses occupied by the officers of the re- 
formatory and owned by the State, $641.71. From the special 
appropriation of $35,000, made by the Legislature of 1900 for 
the purpose of constructing buildings to be used for a hospital and 
for a bath-house and laundry, only $4,869.37 has thus far been 
expended. 

Condition of Reformatory Buildings. 

Besides additions and improvements, which are from year to year 
provided for by special appropriations, many minor repairs are 
made from the annual amount for maintenance. In this way the 
buildings connected with the reformatory are kept in very good con- 
dition. The superintendent in his report calls attention to the poor 
condition of the piping in use for heating purposes. The construction 
of the main buildings in which the cell blocks are located was begun 
in August, 1875 ; these buildings were first occupied (as a State 
Prison) in May, 1878. These pipes have been constantly in use 
since that time. The superintendent has caused an investigation to 
be made concerning the most approved method of heating the build- 
ings, and sufficient estimates have also been made to warrant the 
belief that the installation of an entire new and modem system can 
be made at an expense not exceeding $20,000. It is recommended 
that a special appropriation of this amount be made. The power 
plant is now in good repair, and ample for the present needs of the 
institution. 

Soon after the Legislature of 1900 authorized the construction of 
the new hospital buildings, plans were prepared and work promptly 
begun^ Commendable progress has been made ; the inmates of that 
portion of the trade schools who make up the class in masonry have 
performed the work in a very satisfactory manner. The practical 
work of bricklaying ought to be of service to them after their re- 
lease. 
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Beformatoby Population. 

The total number of inmates is now 880 ; this is an increase of 
69, when compared with one year ago. The various courts have 
committed 572, 1 escaped prisoner has been returned, and 98 have 
either been transferred from other institutions or returned by the 
commissioners for violating the conditions of their release, making 
a total number of 671 commitments during the year. This is 43 in 
excess of the total number received during the year ending Sept. 
30, 1899. The whole number of discharges during the year has 
been 602 ; of this number, 507 men sufficiently complied with the 
rules governing releases, and were set at liberty by the commission- 
ers prior to the expiration of sentence ; 16 men were transferred to 
the Asylum for Insane Criminals, by order of the Governor ; 8 have 
died ; 4 have been pardoned ; 3 were transferred to other prisons ; 
2 escaped ; 1 was released on a writ of habeas corpus ; and 61 served 
their full court sentence. 

In the report for the year ending Sept. 30, 1899, the method of 
releasing from the reformatory was presented in detail. The same 
system still continues. While in a large majority of cases the 
prisoner is allowed to be at liberty previous to the expiration of his 
sentence, he is also given to understand that he must comply with 
the conditions upon which such release is granted. It need not 
necessarily be implied, because a larger number have been returned 
by the commissioners during the past year for having violated the 
terms of their release, that the reformatory influence upon the in- 
mates after being set at liberty is less eflective than formerly, but 
that a more systematic effort is being made by the commissioners 
to keep in touch with these men until the expiration of their full 
court sentence. The difficulty of performing this work with the 
force at present authorized by the statutes, to the extent which 
it will be admitted is desirable, is apparent. The commissioners 
desire to acknowledge, however, the aid in this respect which is 
cheerfully rendered by the management of the different prisons 
throughout the State, together with the various police departments 
and in many instances by the probation officers. 

Two thoughts should be forcibly impressed upon the prisoner who 
is given his liberty previous to his performance of all the obligations 
imposed upon him by the court : first, that an opportunity is being 
given him to become a good citizen, and that all reasonable assist- 
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ance will be rendered to accomplish this purpose ; second, that the 
conditions imposed (all of which are for his interest) must be faith- 
fully complied with ; failing to do this, his return to the reformatory 
is certain. It is suggested that authority be provided whereby the 
commissioners may require of probation officers reports concerning 
the conduct of the class above indicated. The total number of per- 
mits of release revoked by the commissioners during the year was 
86 ; of this number, 51 were returned to the reformatory, where 
they are required to serve a considerably longer period than on their 
first commitment ; 29 were held in the different houses of correction 
or State Farm ; for various reasons warrants for the remaining 6 
have not yet been served. Of the 51 prisoners returned to the 
reformatory by the commissioners, 12 are still serving unexpired 
portions of sentences to jail or house of correction, and therefore 
are not included in the table presented by the superintendent. 

Each case is individually considered ; circumstances having refer- 
ence to his career while at liberty, together with his previous his- 
tory, are reviewed, and, unless the subject appears to be too old an 
offender, he is given another opportunity at the reformatory ; if too 
old, either in years or crime, he is transferred to a house of correc- 
tion. 

Ages and Offences of Prisoners. 

The average age of all persons committed to the reformatory con- 
tinues about the same as for the past ten years. There were 3 
received who were each 14 years old, and the ages of 24 were each 
more than 30 years. The average age for all offences except drunk- 
enness remains at about 20 years. When considered in connection 
with the class of offences for which commitments have been made, a 
decrease appears in the number committed for offences against the 
person, while a substantial increase is shown in the number received 
for offences against property. An increase from 178 in 1899 to 212 
during the past year appears in the number committed for larceny, 
while a reduction from 65 to 41 during the same period is shown in 
the number received for drunkenness. Formerly the number com- 
mitted for this offence formed quite a large per cent, of the total 
number received, but of late this class of offenders has been per- 
ceptibly reduced at the reformatory. Only 4 were committed for 
robbery last year, against 15 in the preceding year.

SubBtantiallf all this excess appears in the naoiber committed 
by the superior court for offences against property. Bristol, EsBez, 
Middlesex and Worcester counties show slight gains over the year 
preceding. Only 3 were received from the United States courts. 
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Estimates foe Maintenance. 
No material change is anticipated in the amounts required for the 
ordinary expenses of maintenaDce of the reformatory for the ensuing 
year, and it is believed that the same appropriation that was made 
last year will be ample. In detail the amounts are as follows : —

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SUPERINTENDBNT'S REPORT. 



Concord, Oct. 1, 1900. 
To the Commissioners of Prisons : 

Under the requirements of the Acts of 1884, chapter 255, section 
31, the superintendent of the Massachusetts Reformatory herewith 
respectfully submits the sixteenth annual report of the institution, 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1900. The statistical tables accom- 
panying this report give an analysis of the receipts and expenditures, 
and also statements concerning the reformatory population, a sum- 
mary of which is as follows : — 

Finances. 

It should be borne in mind, when investigating the financial tables 
shown in this report, that the institution year covers a period from 
October 1 to September 30, and that the appropriations are made 
for the calendar year, from January 1 to December 31 ; also that 
the expenditures for maintaining the industries are paid from the 
receipts of the industries under the supervision of the General 
Superintendent of Prisons, and that the tables pertaining to the 
industries as shown in this report are inserted to give the exact net 
cost of the reformatory for the past year. 

The appropriation for the maintenance of the reformatory for the 
year 1900 was $216,600. There have been expended from this 
appropriation, from January 1 to Sept. 30, $150,154.38, leaving an 
unexpended balance of $66,445.62 to meet the expenses of the re- 
maining three months of 1900. This amount will be sufficient to 
meet all expenses. There were expended from the appropriation 
for 1899, for the three months of October, November and December, 
$61,817.40, making the total expenditure for the institution year 
from Oct. 1, 1899, to Sept. 30, 1900, $211,971.78. Deducting the 
profits from the industries, $14,564.34, and $6,320.55, the amount 
received for rents, etc., and maintenance account, leaves the net 
cost of the reformatory, for the institution year just closed, $191,- 
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086.89. The average number of prisoners for the year was 835. 
The gross per capita per diem cost was $0,695, and the net per cap- 
ita per diem cost $0,627. While the net expenditure has been some- 
what less than the preceding year» the per capita cost has been 
somewhat higher, owing largely to the decrease in numbers and to 
the material increase in the prices of many of the articles used. 
There are many items of expense that are not affected by the num- 
ber of prisoners, and the additional cost in maintaining one or two 
hundred more inmates, as in previous years, is scarcely apparent. 
Although the numbers have been smaller the past year than for a 
number of preceding years, it has not seemed wise to reduce the 
force of officers until it is clearly shown that there will be a perma- 
nent reduction in the number of inmates. 

There were unexpended from the accounts of the special appro- 
priations, Sept. 30, 1899 : —

Leaving unexpended at this date, for hospital, laundry and 

bath-house buildings, 30,130 63 

The sundry small balances from the other special appropriations 
have been returned to the State Treasurer as unused. The work on 
the new boilers has been completed, and our boiler plant is now in 
good condition to meet our needs for power and heating. The 
officers' houses have been fitted with good plumbing, and the work 
completed. Work on the new hospital building was begun as soon 
as the appropriation was available in the spring, and at the writing 
of this report the foundations have been put in, the underpinning 
set and the basement story completed. It will be possible to finish 
the building in the early summer months of next year. The work 
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has been entirely done by the masonry class of the trade school, and 
the workmanship is satisfactory. The laundry and bath-house build- 
ing will be built in the early spring. 

Recommendations. 

There will be required for the maintenance of the reformatory for 
the ensuing year $216,600. This is the same amount appropriated 
by the Legislature for maintenance last year. The salaries of officers 
are regulated by statute, according to tenure of office, but no increase 
in the appropriation for salaries will be needed during the ensuing 
year, nor will any increase in the appropriation for current expenses 
be necessary. The appropriation of the above amount should be 
asked of the Legislature, divided as follows : —

When the reformatory buildings were erected, provisign was made 
for the heating of the buildings by a system of steam heating by 
direct radiation. The piping for this system has been in continuous 
use for twenty-three years. This is the ordinary life of iron pipe for 
such purposes, and for the past year or two the pipes have been 
constantly giving out, until now the complete renewal of the heating 
plant is necessary. Great improvement has been made in the system 
of heating buildings of this character since this plant was originally 
put in, and I believe that it would be economy and good policy, 
instead of renewing the system as it originally existed, to put in an 
entire new system, such as is being used in buildings of like character 
which have recently been established for like purpose. I have 
caused an estimate to be made for a modern heating plant for the 
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reformatory buildings, and find it will cost $19,700 to incorporate 
such a system. This is only slightly in excess of what it would 
require to renew the plant upon the old lines, and I would recom- 
mend that an appropriation of $19,700 be asked of the Legislature 
for this purpose. 

Pertaining to Prisoners. 

Summarizing from the appended tables concerniug prisoners, it 
will be seen that there were committed to the reformatory for the 
year just ended 671 ; there were in custody in the beginning of the 
year 811, making a total of 1,482 under care during the year. This 
is the smallest number in custody in any one year since 1891. Of 
the 628 committed, 433 were first commitments to this or any other 
penal institution, 135 had one previous commitment, 37 two previous 
commitments and 23 more than two previous commitments. Thirty- 
two were committed for offences against the person, 451 for offences 
against property and 184 for offences against public order and 
decency. 

333 were under 20 years of age. 

193 were between 20 and 25 years of age. 

67 were between 25 and 30 years of age. 

27 were between 30 and 35 years of age. 

6 were between 35 and 40 years of age. 

2 were over 40 years of age. 

The average age of all committed was 20 years and 7 months. 
There were committed on indefinite sentences, limited to two years, 
144 misdemeanants ; and on indefinite sentences, limited to 5 years, 
429 felons. There were committed on definite sentences, being 
transferred from other institutions or receiving definite sentences 
from the court, 48 ; 39 were returned upon revocation of permit by 
the Commissioners of Prisons, and 7 having minority sentences were 
transferred from the Lyman School for Boys. 

Sixty-nine and eight-tenths per cent, claimed to be temperate and 
30.2 per cent, admitted intemperance upon their commitment. 

Of those committed, 148 were born in foreign countries and 480 
were born in the United States. Of the foreign bom, the Dominion 
of Canada furnishes the largest number, 63 ; England second, 22 ; 
Ireland third, 21 ; and Kussia fourth, 6. 

As to parentage, there were 183 of American parentage, 339 of 
foreign parentage and 75 of mixed American and foreign parentage ; 
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31 were of unknown parentage. Of the foreign parentage, 128 
were of Irish parentage, 99 of Canadian parentage and 20 of English 
parentage. 

There were discharged during the year 602; 507 upon permit 
from the Commissioners of Prisons, 61 by expiration of sentence 
and 34 in all other different ways. The largest number in the re- 
formatory at any one time during the year was 888, the smallest 
number 791 and the average number 835. The average time served 
by those discharged during the year was 13 months and 12 days for 
misdemeanants and 16 months and 28 days for felons. The average 
time served by all who were discharged was 15 months and 27 days. 
The whole number of commitments to the reformatory from all 
sources since its establishment have been 11,684, and the whole num- 
ber of discharges 10,804. 

Reformatory Officers. 

The statutes authorizing the official force of the reformatory pro- 
vide that it shall consist of one superintendent, one deputy super- 
intendent, one chaplain, one physician, one clerk, four turnkeys, 
one engineer, and as many watchmen as the superintendent, subject 
to the approval of the Commissioners of Prisons, may deem neces- 
sary, but not to exceed 56 in number. 

The superintendent and physician are appointed by the Governor, 
by and with the consent of the Council, and hold office during the 
pleasure of the Governor and Council. All other officers in the 
reformatory are appointed by the superintendent, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Commissioners of Prisons, and hold their offices during 
the pleasure of the superintendent and commissioners. Appoint- 
ments are made to the reformatory force from the certified lists of 
the Civil Service Commission, under the rules of said commission. 
These rules provide that in the filling of one vacancy the selection 
must be made from the three highest names upon the list, and in all 
cases preference must be given to veterans when appointments are 
made. 

The force as now constituted consists of the officers before men- 
tioned above the rank of watchmen, and of the full number of watch- 
men allowed by law save one. Of the turnkeys and watchmen, 22 
have been in the service of the reformatory upwards of 15 years, 
17 between 10 and 15 years, 11 between 5 and 10 years and the 
remainder for less than 5 years. Of the turnkeys and 55 watchmen, 
21 are veterans of the civil war. 
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The average age of all the tarnkeys and watchmen is upwards of 
48 years. If the yirility and efficiency of the force is to be main- 
tained at a high standard, provision should be made for the appoint- 
ment of young men ; but under the present statutes appointments 
must necessarily be made largely from among veterans, as the names 
of veterans who have passed the examinations are usually found upon 
the classified lists of the Civil Service Commission for the prison 
service. 

As the present force advances in age, and appointments are made 
from time to time from the list of veterans, very few of whom at 
the present time are under 55 years of age, we shall very soon have 
a staff of officers of too old an age to give us the required efficiency 
for the proper discipline of an institution of this character. A force 
of the greatest efficiency is one consisting of a fair proportion of 
young men, middle-aged and older men. If a force of this character 
is to be maintained, provision should be made for the establishment 
of an age limit of applicants for appointment in the prison service, 
or some method devised for the retirement of officers after reaching 
some particular age limit. The civil service laws have given a 
permanence to the prison service which men seek for a life work. 
The character of the prison service has been elevated under these 
laws, and it seems to many that a system of retirement of officers 
after they have reached an age which prevents them from giving 
efficient service, under a proper pension, is the logical complement 
fo the present civil service laws ; and if the highest efficiency is to 
be maintained, either an age limit for appointment or an age limit 
tor retirement, or both, will become necessary. 

Eefobmatory Methods. 

The reformatory was established in the buildings formerly occu- 
pied by the State Prison, which in many ways were inadequate to 
the needs of an institution of this character ; consequently, much of 
the energy of the administration of the reformatory has been ex- 
pended along material lines in providing for the reformatory the 
proper building equipments. Land has been purchased for the fur- 
ther extension of the farm, and stables built to provide for the 
keeping of a large number of cattle and swine. An extension of 
the cell blocks was built to provide sleeping accommodations for 
the increasing numbers, and workshops were extended and erected 
that all might have suitable employment. School buildings to pro- 
vide schools for both trades and letters have been built, and a plant

has been installed for the furnishing of electricity for the lighting 
of all buildings. A new hospital , laundry and bath-house building 
are now in process of construction. When these are completed the 
needs of the reformatory for suitable equipments will be largely 
met ; then the attention of the administration can be more gener- 
ously given to the inauguration of new reformatory methods and of 
perfecting those now in use. 

A large number of men who have been committed to the reform- 
atory have received a training which has enabled them to maintain 
themselves in honest labor after release ; and while the results have 
been to a large degree satisfactory, I believe that we shall be able 
to obtain even better results in the future. 

The system of labor maintained at the reformatory has been greatly 
beneficial in teaching habits of industry aad providing the elements 
of valuable trades. Trades classes have been formed in wood work- 
ing, consisting of wood turning, carpentry and joinery and wood 
carving ; besides, a large number of the younger prisoners have also 
been instructed under the sloyd system of wood working. 

In the working of metals, classes have been formed in tinsmith- 
ing, plumbing, blacksmithing and engraving. There is also a large 
class in masonry and one in printing. While it has not always 
been possible for a prisoner to perfect himself at a trade during his 
stay at the reformatory, he has been furnished an opportunity for 
learning its elements and progressing to that degree of proficiency 
whereby he has been enabled to readily obtain employment in these 
different trades upon his release, while many immediately enter upon 
journeymen's wages. 

The working with tools in the trade schools upon skilled work 
under competent instruction is also conducive to the quickening of 
the mental and moral faculties, and a marked improvement in the 
boys and young men receiving instruction in these schools is appar- 
ent to all who observe them. 

The building which has been constantly going on since the estab- 
lishment of the reformatory has afforded practical work for these 
difterent classes, and will stand as a monument to what can be accom- 
plished in trades teaching to prisoners. Many useful articles of 
workmanship produced in the different classes are always an inspira- 
tion to the pupils to put forth their best efforts. After the prescribed 
courses have been completed, the time of the pupil is spent in the 
construction of articles for use. Wood working classes have made 
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such articles as roll top desks, cabinets, book cases, carved hall 
chairs, tables and other articles of furniture. The blacksmiths' class, 
besides making the ordinary articles used in the institution, have 
produced many unique patterns of andirons, weather vanes, wrought 
railings and fencings. The class in engraving are constantly turning 
out artistic specimens of workmanship. The printers' class print 
each week ^^ Our Paper" for general distribution among the inmates, 
besides doing the general work of the reformatory ; and the plumb- 
ers and tinsmiths supply all the needs of the institution in this 
work. 

One hour is devoted to mechanical drawing, each class being given 
the same elementary course, after finishing which a drawing is made 
of all articles which each produces. During the past year 190 have 
received instruction in wood working, 75 in tinsmithing, 79 in black- 
smithing, 74 in engraving, 8 in plumbing, 59 in masonry, 31 in 
printing and 192 in the sloyd class. It has seemed more practicable 
to employ the different pupils in these classes four hours each day in 
the shops rather than the whole time in the class work. This plan 
has allowed us to give instruction to a greater number, with fully as 
good results to the pupils. 

In the workshops the men have been employed in shoemaking, 
chair making and upon the cloth industry. The first two industries 
are conducted upon the State account system and the last upon the 
State use system. Under the present statutes it is the purpose to 
bring the industries as largely as possible under the latter system, 
the cloth industry having been assigned to this institution. Cotton 
and woolen cloths are manufactured from the raw material, and the 
prisoners are instructed in all the processes of putting the raw prod- 
uct through its different stages to the finished material, which is 
supplied to the State, county and city institutions. This combines 
all the elements of the textile school and the factory system of man- 
ufacture. The weaving is done entirely by hand, and the hand pro- 
cess is employed wherever practicable ; only such machinery is used 
as is necessary in the preparation of material and in giving a proper 
finish to the product. 

Not since the establishment of the reformatory, nor, I believe, in 
all prison experience, has a system been devised which at the same 
time affords so great a benefit to the prisoner and so little serious 
competition with outside labor. To teach prisoners to work, and 
to work methodically, should always be the aim of prison labor. 
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Remunerative results should be subordinated at all times to the pris- 
oner's welfare ; work in prisons is essential, and is the basis of re- 
formatory discipline. 

The school of letters has been maintained throughout the year, with 
fairly good results. The new school-house affords ample accommo- 
dations for all the prisoners, and has a seating capacity of 1,000 at 
a time. Practically all the prisoners are required to attend school. 
The sessions are held for two hours each evening five nights a week. 
The number of classes at the present time is 18. During the past 
year the average number under instruction in the different subjects 
taught were : 50 in geography, 50 in physiology, 709 in language, 
570 in figures, 45 in United States history, 48 in civil government, 
140 in ethics. About 10 per cent, of the prisoners committed to the 
reformatory are entered in the illiterate class. Examinations in the 
different subjects are held regularly, and during the past year less 
than 10 per cent, failed to pass a standard of 65 per cent. A little 
difficulty has been experienced in obtaining suitable teachers for 
these evening schools ; our distance from Boston has prevented the 
employment of some who could have been secured had the distance 
not been so great, but even under these circumstances we have been 
able the greater part of the year to obtain teachers for all the classes. 
The schools have met an essential need of a large number who are 
committed to the reformatory, most of whom are intellectually de- 
fective. There is a general attentiveness manifested, and in most 
instances good progress has been made. By having the school 
session in the evening, opportunity is afforded all to attend, and by 
this means the prisoner is kept continually occupied in something 
instructive and elevating throughout the day. A school of letters 
stands in the first rank of reformatory agencies, and has proved of 
great value to this institution. 

The moral work of the reformatory has been conducted during 
the past year under the supervision of the Rev. Mr. Batt and Father 
Moriarty, both of whom have been unceasing in their efforts in bring- 
ing to the men under their charge all of the helpful influences with 
which a long service in prison work, together with a special aptitude 
for dealing with this unfortunate class of men, has fitted them. Mass 
has been celebrated and preaching services have been held every 
Sunday. Sunday-schools and different meetings throughout the 
week, and personal interviews with the men at different intervals, 
are held. 
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It is always a pleasure to me to attest to the good work of both 
of these clei^ymen, and to the necessity of constant spiritaal and 
moral work in an institution of this kind. Reformatory methods, 
if they are to change the characters of prisoners, must be founded 
upon Christian ethics, the reforming influences of which must per- 
meate the organization of the institution itself. The efforts of the 
chaplains should be augmented and not neutralized by contact with 
the administration of the prison, and the better desires of every pris- 
oner should meet with encouragement wherever he may chance to be* 

It has been our endeavor to bring to the reformatory as strong a 
support of moral influence as possible. Through the meetings of 
the first-grade men on Sunday afternoons it has been possible to 
bring a large number of prominent people to speak to these men, 
and to interest them in the work which we are trying to pursue. 
One of the seminaries has given us material aid in sending two of 
its students to assist us a part of each week, and there is opportunity 
for much more work in this direction. Encouragement has been 
given to the men themselves in whatever pertains to their moral wel- 
fare. They have been allowed to conduct meetings of their own on 
Saturday and Sunday evenings of each week, and to form organiza- 
tions for this purpose. These organizations are officered by the pris- 
oners themselves. The programmes are made up by a committee of 
prisoners, and the meetings conducted in a way to be instructive, 
elevating and beneficial. These meetings have been maintained 
through all the years of the reformatory's existence, and it has been 
the testimony of many men who have conducted themselves uprightly 
since leaving the reformatory that their first impulses to right doing 
were received in these meetings. 

The discipline of the reformatory has been maintained during the 
past year at its usual standard. There have been but few serious 
breaches of good order, and a general inclination to obey the rules 
is manifest. The new rules of the Commissioners of Prisons per- 
taining to the releases of prisoners from the reformatory have been 
put into effect during the past year. 

Under the marking system as it now exists a minimum period of 
one year for those committed for felonies and nine months for those 
committed for misdemeanors is required to reach the standard for 
eligibility to be released upon permit. 

The mode of punishments for breaches of discipline has been 
changed since the last report. In the first years of the reformatory 
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punishment for different offences consisted in solitary confinement in 
a dark cell with a diet of bread and water. A few years ago the 
dark cells were discontinued, and the punishment consisted of soli- 
tary confinement in a light cell on a diet of bread and water. Begin- 
ning with the first of last October punishments have consisted of 
confinement in a light cell with a bed and facilities to work, upon a 
diet of the ordinary prison rations ; so that now when an offence is 
committed of a serious nature the prisoner is simply separated from 
the rest, confined in his cell, twelve feet square, well lighted, contain- 
ing a bed and running water, and furnished with the ordinary prison 
rations three times a day. He is required to work during his period 
of confinement cane-seating chairs. I am gratified to say that the 
frequency of punishments has not increased, nor has the time of pun- 
ishments been materially lengthened. 

The reformatory is a community, with its own laws and regula- 
tions ; so long as a prisoner can live in this community in the ordi- 
nary way without being a source of danger to this community, he is 
entitled to all of the privileges under it ; but as soon as he shows 
himself dangerous to it, our theory is that he should be separated 
from it, the same as he is separated from the general community by 
his commitment to the reformatory ; that our duty towards the 
prisoner in giving him separate confinement is not especially to 
punish him for his wrong-doing, but to keep him in separate con- 
finement until such time as he ceases to be dangerous to the reforma- 
tory community. 

The duration of this confinement, as it does not at all endanger 
his health, can be prolonged until such time as he can return and 
obey the regulations. Under the old system of punishments, if a 
man was placed in a dark cell and fed upon bread and water, upon 
his release he returned to the reformatory community in the role of 
a hero or a martyr. Under the present method, having suffered 
no special deprivations, he finds an entirely different sentiment 
awaiting him, which has a more salutary effect upon the prisoner 
than the other. 

Severe punishments arouse antagonism in the prisoner to withstand 
or resist the punishment as long as possible, only yielding to physi- 
cal exhaustion without especial benefit to the prisoner. 

The present form of punishment, being deprived of any severity, 
soon presents to the mind of the prisoner the folly of continuing in 
separation from his fellows., and a determination to obey the rules is 
liable to follow as early as under the other method of punishment. 
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Although much has been accomplished by reformatory methods, 
and the results have been gratifying to a great extent to those who 
have had the administration of them, I believe that the future re- 
formatory work will develop many new phases. 

I believe there should be established in the reformatory a system 
of laboratory work, to give a clearer insight into the causes and 
motives of criminal tendencies ; to determine definitely whether there 
exists a criminal type which is beyond the influences of reformatory 
treatment, and, if not, to determine what agencies can be used with 
the best results for their reformation. 

The methods of this laboratory work were indicated by a com- 
mittee of the National Prison Congress, held at Cleveland, O., last 
month, who recommended that the observations be : (1) physical, — 
the anatomy and physiology of prisoners ; measurements of sensa- 
tions and other mental manipulations ; the heredity of the prisoners. 
(2) Psychical, — the mental, emotional and voluntary life; the 
tastes, ideas, knowledge, motions, etc. (3) Social, — the domestic, 
industrial, neighborhood, legal, political and religious environment 
and culture. After a more thorough knowledge of the causes of 
crime is obtained, more practical remedies will undoubtedly present 
themselves. Whatever the results of such observations may demon- 
strate in regard to the criminal class, the especial value must consist 
in a more thorough analysis of the characteristics of the individual 
criminal, which cannot fail to be of the greatest value to those who 
have his training particularly in hand. The thought should not be 
entertained for a moment that any specific remedy for crime is to be 
evolved from these more scientific observations, but rather, by ob- 
taining the most complete knowledge of the abnormalities which pre- 
dispose to criminal tendencies, a more rational system for the 
prevention of criminal tendencies in the young may be made known 
and better methods employed for dealing with those committed to 
prison. 

These views ought to command attention, as they are not the 
vaporings of theorists, but have come from the deliberations of a 
large body of men directly connected with prisons over a large sec- 
tion of the United States. 

While these prisoners are designated as convicts, as criminals, as 
defectives, as abnormals and by many other names which the fertile 
vocabulary of penology gives them, the fact must never be lost sight 
of that they are men, with the possibility of becoming good citizens, 
as has been demonstrated under existing methods in many cases. 
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and we believe there are the greater possibilities for many more be- 
coming such under a more scientific treatment. '< A criminal saved 
is a citizen gained/' — an accomplishment worthy the efforts of a 
State. 

In closing this report, I desire to express my appreciaton of all 
those associated with me in the administration of the reformatory 
for their faithful service and their kindly consideration of me at all 
times. My thanks are extended to the Commissioners of Prisons 
and to the secretary of the Board for their kindness and forbearance.

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PARDONS FROM THE MASSACHUSETTS' 

REFORMATORY. 



Four prisoners have beeD pardoned from the Massachusetts Re- 
formatory during the year ending Sept. 30, 1900 ; and the reasons 
for granting these pardons are set forth in the special message of 
the Governor, as follows : — 

Walter H. Powell. Convicted of breaking and entering, Superior 
Coart, Essex Coanty, Feb. 4, 1899. Sentenced to the Massachusetts Re- 
formatory on an indeterminate sentence. Pardoned Nov. 10, 1899. The 
prison physician certified that Powell was suffering from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, and that his death was a matter of a short time. 

Samuel J. Slater. Convicted of larceny, Police Court, Fitchburg, 
March 28, 1900. Sentenced to the Massachusetts Reformatory on an inde- 
terminate sentence. Pardoned April 18, 1900, upon the recommendation 
of the mayor, chief of police, probation officer, justice and clerk of the 
police court of Fitchburg, and the Commissioners of Prisons. Slater, who 
was but eighteen years of age, should have been placed on probation, as 
the ofifence was a slight one, and he had never before been arrested. 

Frederick W. Nelson. Convicted of breaking and entering. First 
District Court of Eastern Middlesex, May 2, 1897. Sentenced to the 
Massachusetts Reformatory on an indeterminate sentence. Pardoned July 
24, 1900. Nelson was very ill with pulmonary tuberculosis, and it was 
believed that he could live but a short time. He was removed to the Cullis 
Home for Consumptives at Grove Hall. 

Frederick H. MoArdle. Convicted of maliciously burning a building, 
Superior Court, Sufifolk County, May 3, 1900. Sentenced to the Massachu- 
setts Reformatory on an indeterminate sentence. Pardoned July 24, 1900, 
upon the recommendation of the mayor and aldermen, and many prominent 
citizens of Chelsea, the entire jury, and the Prison Commissioners. While 
the evidence warranted the verdict rendered by the jury, it also proved that 
McArdle was a victim of circumstances. In view of his previous good 
character and the possibility of his innocence, a pardon was granted.

EEPORTS ON JAILS AND HOUSES OF COR- 
RECTION. 



To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 

assembled : 

In addition to the reports on the preceding pages of this document 
concerning the management of the three State institutions over which 
the Board have supervision, the commissioners have the general in- 
spection of the jails and houses of correction. In accordance with 
the statutory requirements, reports having reference to each of the 
county prisons follow this statement. These institutions consist of 
five that are used exclusively for jails, three as houses of correction 
only, and fourteen as houses of correction and jails combined under 
one management. With the exception of Suffolk each jail and house 
of correction is under the charge of the sheriff of each county who 
either personally exercises supervision or appoints a master to per- 
form the duties. In Suffolk County the masters of each of the two 
houses of correction are appointed by the institutions commissioner. 

For several years efforts have been made in various ways to so 
arrange the penal institutions belonging to and located in the county 
of Suffolk whereby the house of correction in South Boston might 
be discontinued as such an institution ; with this in view, the follow- 
ing was enacted by the Legislature of 1900 : — 

[Chapter 473.] 

An Act relative to houses of correction in the county of Suffolk. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The penal institutions commissioner of the city of Boston 
shall cause to be prepared plans for additions to and new .buildings for 
the house of correction at Deer Island ; shall, when said plans have been 
approved by the commissioners of prisons and the mayor of the city, con- 
tract, in behalf of the city of Boston, for the construction of said buildings 
or additions ; and shall, when said new buildings or additions are suffi- 
ciently advanced therefor, remove all the prisoners from the house of cor- 
rection at South Boston to the house of correction at Deer Island. After 
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said removal the land and buildings at South Boston shall no longer be 
used for a house of correction. The mayor of the city of Boston may sell 
the lot of land in South Boston on which the house of correction is located, 
or such part of said land as he shall deem proper, and in case such sale is 
made the proceeds thereof shall be used for the payment of expenses 
incurred in carrying out the provisions of this act, or for the payment of 
any bonds issued for the purpose of carrying out said provisions. The 
possession of said land shall be given when the prisoners shall be removed 
from the house of correction. 

Section 2. Said new buildings and additions shall contain such suitable 
cells and rooms as shall be deemed requisite for the proper care and treat- 
ment of the inmates, and shall be so constructed that with the other build- 
ings on said island arrangements can be made for the classification of the 
prisoners, complete separation of prisoners sentenced for a term of one 
year or more from those sentenced for a less term than one year, complete 
separation of female prisoners from male prisoners, complete separation of 
male prisoners sentenced for drunkenness from other prisoners, separate 
cells for male prisoners held for non-payment of fines, so that no such 
prisoner shall come in contact with any other prisoner, schools and manual 
training for the prisoners. 

No plans have as yet been presented to the commissioners for 
approval as provided in the foregoing act. The same act farther 
provides : — 

Section 3. The sheriff of the county of Suffolk shall prepare plans for. 
additions to or new buildings for the Suffolk county jail, so as to provide 
cells for female prisoners and such other cells and rooms as shall be deemed 
requisite for the proper care and treatment of the inmates of said jail ; and 
after said plans have been approved by the commissioners of prisons and 
the mayor, said sheriff shall, in behalf of the city, contract for the erection 
of such buildings or additions. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [^Approved 
July 17, 1900. 

While no detailed plans for the construction of the proposed addi- 
tions authorized by the section have as yet been presented, the com- 
missioners have, with the sheriflT of Suflfolk County, visited the jail, 
and have conferred with him relative to the most desirable arrange- 
ments for this much needed addition. 

Chapter 425 of the Acts of 1900 provides that the hours of labor 
for employees in county jails and houses of correction shall not exceed 
sixty hours a week. In several of the county prisons compliance 
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with the provisions of the foregoing statute has necessitated the in- 
crease of the official force of the prison. No complaints have been 
heard, however, that the provisions of the act were not being faith- 
fully observed. 

While construction of the buildings to be used for a jail and house 
of correction in the city of Fall River as authorized by the Legislat- 
ure of 1897, has been substantially completed for a year, the proc- 
lamation of the Governor establishing the institution has not been 
issued. Instead of an increase in the number of prisoners, which in 
1897 seemed likely to occur, the marked falling off in the prison 
population of the State has been proportionately felt in Bristol 
CouDty. To such an extent does this fact hold, that there seems 
little likelihood of any necessity in the near future of increased 
prison accommodations in this county beyond that contained at 
Taunton Jail and the New Bedford Jail and House of Correction. 
At the present time the number of prisoners in each of these insti- 
tutions is considerably less than the average for several years past. 

The total number of prisoners in all the jails throughout the State 
on Sept. 30, 1900, was 663 ; of this number, 95 were women. In 
the main the purposes for which the jails are used are for the deten- 
tion of persons committed to await trial or as witnesses. The whole 
number of prisoners at the date of this report who are held in all the 
county prisons is 3,935 ; this number is 249 less than were reported 
on Sept. 30, 1899. 

Following the reports concerning each of the jails and houses of 
correction will be found statistical information relating to criminal 
proceedings throughout the State, also tabular statements giving in- 
formation concerning the work of the probation officers.

The total number of commitmeDts to the Barnstable Jail and House 
of Correction during the year was 85, an increase of 26 over the com- 
mitments of last year. The percentage of sentenced prisoners re- 
ceived also shows an equally large increase. The average number

Although there are 22 more prisoners in custody than at the be- 
ginning of the year, the average number for the year was 10 less 
than for the year ending Sept. 30, 1899. The number of persons re- 
ceived under sentence was 510 ; the number sentenced for drunken- 
ness 346, against 318 for the preceding year. The above figures 
include the jail and house of correction, both being under the same 
management. There has been an increase in the number of commit- 
ments to the house of correction and a decrease in the number re- 
ceived at the jail. The financial management of the institution shows 
an improvement over the preceding year, the total amount of expenses 
being about $3,500 less, while the amount of receipts from all sources 
shows an increase of about $600. The average net cost per capita 
has been reduced from $195.28 for the year ending Sept. 30, 1899, 
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to $171.27 for the past year. Unusual repairs have been made upon 
the prison buildings, at an expense of about $700. Most of this 
work consisted of repairs on the roof of the different wing^ of the 
prison and the shop and boiler house.

Reports from the New Bedford Jail and House of Correction show 
the number of persons committed during the year to be somewhat 
smaller than for several years past.

In common with most of the county prisons in the State, fewer 
prisoners have been received at the Lawrence House of Correction 
than during the preceding year.

The total number of male prisoners received under 
sentence was 1,291, or 188 less than last year; while the number 
of sentenced females has increased from 216 in 1899 to 233 during 
the past year. This increase appears mainly in the number com- 
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mitted for drunkenness and for keeping disorderly house. The total 
expenditure for maintenance shows a reduction from last year, 
although the amount paid for salaries has been $700 more. The 
amount received from labor of prisoners was very much less than 
in the year immediately preceding. From the sheriff's reports, no 
expenditure has been made for reading matter for several years. 
The same unfortunate conditions prevail to a great extent, regarding 
the method of holding prisoners of each sex, that have frequently 
been referred to in previous reports. With the greatly reduced 
number of prisoners, there would seem to be no reason to prevent 
the improvement of these conditions.

The average number of prisoners in the Newburyport Jail during 
the year was only 22. The whole number committed under sentence 
was 262. Notwithstanding the fact that the total number shows a 
reduction of 23, as compared with last year, the number sentenced 
for drunkenness is 12 in excess for the same period. With only 
two exceptions, all prisoners committed by sentence were either to 
serve the time required by law for non-payment of fine and costs, or 
for a term of less than six months. Only 9 women were committed 
after having been sentenced. No unusual repairs or additions are 
reported as having been made upon the prison buildings during the 
year. The average cost of maintenance per capita is necessarily 
larger in a small institution like this jail. The expenses have in- 
creased over those of last year, and there are practically no receipts. 
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No house of correction is connected with this jail. The original pur- 
pose for which it was constructed, and presumably why it is retained, 
was for the detention of prisoners a waiting trial . There is no employ- 
ment for the prisoners, beyond what is required in caring for the 
institution. The small number confined here at any one time would 
preclude the carrying on of any industry with any degree of profit.

The Salem Jail and House of Correction is under the direct super- 
vision of the sheriff of Essex County. The discipline of the prison 
is good, and it is economically managed. The net expenses of 
maintenance for the past year were $15,865.55, or $110.18 per 
capita ; this is a slight decrease, as compared with the year previous. 
Unlike the other prisons in this county there has been an increase 
in the number of commitments both to the jail and house of correc- 
tion. The total number of persons received under sentence was 
1,442; this is an increase of 239 over that of last year. Slight 
differences appear either one way or the other regarding most of the 
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offences, but in the main this increase is due to a larger number 
having been sentenced for drunkenness ; the number of women sen- 
tenced for this offence was nearly double that of the previous year. 
A few prisoners are serving sentences of a year or more, but in the 
main the commitments are for either a few months or for the non- 
payment of fine and costs. The sheriff reports that the interior of 
the prison buildings has been newly painted, and a large new oven 
built in the bake house. Other repairs have been made during the 
year, all amounting to $1,018.30.

Both the receipts and expenditures for maintenance at this jail 
and house of correction are slightly in excess of those for last year. 
The net cost per capita for the past year was $139.96 ; this amount 
is not large, when it is remembered that the average number of pris- 
oners has been only 44. A number of acres of land are connected 
with the institution, and the prisoners (most of whom are serving 
short sentences) are profitably employed in raising vegetables, which 
are used in the institution. Fewer commitments have been made 
during the year than for several years past. Only 110 were received 
under a sentence, 5 of whom were women. Two prisoners were re- 
moved to an insane hospital, 1 was removed to another prison and 1 
escaped. 
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The prison buildings are in excellent condition, and are always 
kept clean and neat. Under the direction of the master the grounds 
about the prison have been graded, greatly improving the external 
appearance of the buildings. Attention has frequently been called 
to the absence of any wall about the immediate surroundings of the 
prison. While its importance may not be as apparent when con- 
sidered in connection with the large majority of prisoners who are 
committed for a brief period only, it is nevertheless true that pris- 
oners have been and are likely to be committed for a term of years, 
or there may be some held upon serious charges to await the action 
of the court. There are no facilities whereby this class of prisoners 
may obtain fresh air outside the buildings, unless under the super- 
vision of an officer.

This jail and house of correction is the largest prison located in 
the western part of the State. The sheriff of Hampden County 
acts as master and keeper. The management of the prison is ex- 
cellent, the buildings are kept in good repair, cleanliness is every- 
where apparent and good discipline prevails. The net amount of 
expenses for maintenance during the year was $17,128,429 which is 
about $100 less than for the year immediately preceding. The ex- 
penditure for salaries has been slightly increased, while a considerable 
decrease in other expenses is shown. The net cost per capita was 
$92.59. 
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There have been 1,482 commitments of male prisoners under sen- 
tence, an increase of 187 over the preceding year ; the number of 
sentenced female prisoners has declined from 172 to 150 during the 
same period. The total number of prisoners in custody Sept. 30, 
1900, was 223 ; the average number during the year was 185. 

No marked difference appears in the offences for which persons 
have been sentenced over those of previous years. The following 
table presents, in addition to the number committed for each offence, 
the length of sentence imposed : —

The number of prisoners committed to the Northampton Jail and 
House of Correction for the year was 422. Of this number, 309 
were received after sentence had been imposed. Prisoners in the 
jail are held to await the action of the courts, and may be charged 
with serious offences, but nearly all the persons sentenced to the 
institution had committed minor offences, 280 of the 309 being for 
drunkenness. The average number held during the year was 36. 

No material change appears as compared with the previous year 
concerning the financial management of the institution ; both the 
expenditures and receipts are slightly less. An addition of 100 
volumes has been made to the prison library. 

No prison can be considered as properly managed unless a due 
regard is paid to keeping it in a cleanly condition. It will be ad- 
mitted that, before other employment is provided for the prisoners. 
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a sufficient number should be charged with keeping every depart- 
ment of the prison in a thoroughly clean and wholesome condition. 
This institution has been visited several times during the year, and 
on each occasion was found in this respect to compare unfavorably 
with other prisons throughout the State.

In common with many county prisons, the expenditure for salaries 
has been increased at the Lowell Jail ; other expenses, however, 
have been reduced sufficiently to make the total expenditures for 
the year about $1,700 less than in the preceding year. The receipts 
from labor of prisoners show a falling off of nearly $600. The net 
balance, which is the cost of maintenance for the year, is $15,247.24 ; 
this amount is $1,123.49 less than last year. The average cost of 
support per capita was $150.96. 
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While the average number of prisoners for the year was sabstan- 
tially the same as in the year previous, the number of commitments 
by the courts shows an increase of 361 for the same period. The 
total number of persons committed under sentence also shows a 
marked increase, — 1,228, against 892 in the preceding year. This 
increase appears almost altogether in the number of sentences im- 
posed for drunkenness, where an increase of nearly fifty per cent, 
over last year is shown. The keeper reports that unusual expenses 
have been incurred, to the amount of $718.54 in the installation of 
laundry machinery. Since the last report a padded cell has been 
arranged, so that prisoners violently insane, either from the effects 
of a drunken delirium, as is usually the case, or from whatever 
cause, may be placed therein and be unable to do themselves harm.

The Cambridge Jail and House of Correction is the largest county 
prison in the State outside of Suffolk County. Its location adjoins 
that of the recently constructed large buildings for Middlesex 
County. The power for heating and lighting all the buildings is 
supplied from the plant in the prison. While the expense account 
is thereby somewhat increased (the item of fuel and lights being 
large), the receipts also present a more favorable showing. On 
account of receipts from the county for heating and lighting the 
buildings referred to, the sheriff, who is the master and keeper of 
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the prison, states that it is somewhat difficult to correctly apportion 
the expenses regarding heating and lighting ; he anticipates that in 
future reports the accounts may be more definitely presented. The 
additional amount paid for officers' salaries is due to the operation 
of the law of 1900, which provides **that the number of hours of 
labor for employees of county jails and houses of correction shall 
not exceed sixty hours a week ; " and also to the fact that the en- 
larged power plant requires additional firemen. The reduction in 
the amount of receipts from labor of prisoners is explained by the 
sheriff to be mainly due to the fact that previous to the year ending 
with the date of this report a considerable number of short-term 
prisoners have been employed upon the new county buildings. 

The number of prisoners during the year has been slightly less 
than in the preceding year ; the number committed by the courts, 
as well as the number released, show a small reduction, including 
the average number, which is 371 for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1900, against 410 in the year immediately preceding. 

No marked changes appear, as compared with previous years, in 
the character of the offences of prisoners committed under sentence. 
The total number, however, shows a reduction of 154, when com- 
pared with the year ending with the date of the last report. The 
following table contains facts concerning length of sentences im- 
posed for the various offences : —

While the average number of prisoners held at the Dedham Jail 
and House of Correction daring the year is about the same as in the 
year preceding, the total number of commitments to the house of 
correction has increased from 382 to 454.

The receipts from the labor of prisoners have been somewhat less 
than a year ago. Aside from this, no material change has occurred 
in the financial management of the institution. The amount paid 
for salaries has increased, while a decrease appears in the amount 
paid for other expenses. The net cost of support per capita was 
$185.73. Repairs upon the buildings, reported by the sheriff of 
Norfolk County, who is master and keeper of the prison, have been 
made at an expense of $633.32 ; of this amount, $337.33 was ex- 
pended for new plumbing, the labor being performed by prisoners.

The number of persons committed to this jail and house of correc- 
tion during the year was 437 ; this is 132 less than the total number 
received the year previous. An even greater reduction appears in 
the number received under sentence ; during the year ending with 
the date of the last report 475 commitments of sentenced prisoners 
were made, while last year only 328 were received under the same 
circumstances. A few more were sentenced for larceny, also for 
violation of the liquor laws, but in the main a smaller number were 
committed during the past year for all the different offences. Of 
the sentenced prisoners, 12 were women. One prisoner was removed 
to the insane hospital and 1 was pardoned by the Governor. The

The death of Sheriff John B. O'Brien occurred on the 6th of May 
last. Sheriff O'Brien had been in charge of this jail for about sixteen 
years, and was regarded as a very efficient officer. The prison was 
always clean and the discipline good. The vacancy occasioned by 
Mr. O'Brien's death was filled by the Governor by the appointment 
of Fred H. Seavey to the office of sheriff. Mr. Seavey has for 
several years been a deputy sheriff, and is thoroughly familiar with 
the duties of his new position. 

No house of correction is connected with this jail. A large pro- 
portion of the prisoners are committed to be held until final action 
of the courts. There were 273 fewer commitments than during the 
year immediately preceding. Substantially all prisoners sentenced 
to this jail are for short terms. The expenditures for maintenance 
for the year were a little in excess of the preceding year, and the 
receipts a little less. The only source of receipts arises from the 
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board of United States prisoners, poor debtors , or witnesses , and 
the sale of miscellaneous articles.

Unlike all other counties in the State, the two houses of correction 
in Suffolk County, located at South Boston and at Deer Island, are 
under the supervision of the institutions commissioner of the city of 
Boston. The master of each institution is appointed by the com- 
missioner instead of by the sheriff, as required by the statutes in all 
other counties, except where the sheriff himself performs this duty. 
The fact that the buildings at the South Boston House of Correction 
are old and unfit for prison purposes has been emphasized in previous 
reports. The present indications are that the city of Boston will 
take advantage of recent legislation, and rearrange the system of 
managing its prison population. The marked reduction in the com- 
bined number of prisoners at both Deer Island and South Boston 
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renders the present time especially favorable for the abandonment 
of the institution at South Boston for prison purposes. 

The master reports that $53,695.77 have been received during the 
year for manufactured goods sold, and that $52,287.98 have been 
paid out for material, instructors' salaries, etc., leaving a balance of 
$1,407.79 as the amount of net profits of labor of prisoners.

Both prisons in Worcester County have received an increased 
number of prisoners during the past year. By order of the courts , 
898 persons were committed to the Fitchburg Jail and House of 
Correction during the year ending Sept. 30, 1900, while in the pre- 
ceding year ending with the same date only 763 were received from 
this source. The same proportionate increase holds good with 
reference to sentenced prisoners, there being an increase over last 
year of 153. It is noticeable that this number is exactly accounted 
for in the increase in the number sentenced for drunkenness. 

This prison presents a favorable financial showing for the year. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the expenses have increased, the 
amount of receipts have made more than a corresponding increase, 
the net balance for maintenance for the year being $9,886.64, against 
$11,218.06 in the year preceding. Connected with the institution 
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are several acres of land, on which the prisoners are profitably em- 
ployed in cultivating necessary farm products which are used in the 
prison. It is to be regretted that at least seventy-five per cent, of 
the prisoners committed to the county prisons throughout the State 
cannot be employed in work of this kind. It will be noticed that 
only 3 women have received sentences to this house of correction. 
The facilities at the Worcester House of Correction are so much 
better that the authorities of the county very properly seek to hold 
all female prisoners at that institution.

In the report concerning the Fitchburg Jail and House of Correc- 
tion reference was made to the unusual increase in the number of 
commitments to prison in Worcester County ; this increase appears 
even more marked at this institution than at Fitchburg. The total 
number received by order of the courts was 3,091, against 2,471 
last year, while the number committed upon whom sentence had 
been imposed was 2,348, against 1,817 for the year ending with the 
date of the last report. Of the increase of 531, 508 were sentenced 
for drunkenness; in other offences the number is a few more or a 
few less. 

Notwithstanding the number of prisoners has largely increased 
over last year, the net expenses of management has been slightly 
less, the net cost per capita being only $79.99 for the year. To a 
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considerable extent this favorable showing is due to the increased 
amount received from the labor of prisoners. While no unusual 
repairs have been made, the sheriff, who is master and keeper, 
reports that $583.99 have been expended upon the boilers and steam 
pipes, painting, etc. The buildings are kept in good condition.

The courts have committed 7 prisoners to the Nantucket Jail dar- 
ing the year, 2 of whom are women. At the date of this report 1 
man and 1 woman are being held for trial. While under the laws 
of the Commonwealth this place is called a jail and house of correc- 
tion, its construction and general appearance would hardly justify 
the name, it being a thoroughly unfit place to detain a person for 
any length of time, and should have been abandoned for this purpose 
long ago.

In Table A, which follows this statement, facts are presented that 
indicate in a condensed form the items of expenditure for all the 
jails and houses of correction for the year ending Sept. 30, 1900. 
As compared with the preceding year, the items that show a notice- 
able difference are those of amounts paid for salaries of officers and 
for fuel and lights ; in each of these items quite a marked increase 
appears. The additional amount paid for salaries is undoubtedly 
due to the legislation of 1900, which provides for a limited number 
of hours as constituting a week's work for employees in county jails 
and houses of correction, an increase in the number of officers in 
the different prisons having in some instances become necessary. 
The additional amount paid for fuel and lights is easily understood 
to be due to an increase in the prices of these articles. On the other 
hand, a substantial decrease appears in the amount expended for 
provisions. 

There has been a reduction in the total average number of pris- 
oners, from 4,131 in 1899 to 3,845 during the past year. The 
amount of assistance rendered to discharged prisoners from county 
prisons is not large. Reference has previously been made to the 
fact that applications for aid of discharged male prisoners are fre- 
quently made at the office of the commissioners. The statutes 
provide for the expenditure of a given amount, to be applied under 
the direction of the commissioners, for the purpose of aiding dis- 
charged female prisoners, without regard to the prison from which 
they come. The statutes also provide for assistance to prisoners 
discharged from the State Prison and from the Massachusetts 
Reformatory, and the Legislature annually makes an appropriation 
for this purpose, but includes nothing for assistance to discharged 
male prisoners from the county prisons. 

Table B sets forth not only the expenditures but also the receipts 
of the different institutions. In view of the great variety of forms 
of labor of prisoners in the different institutions, a fairer considera- 
tion of the cost of management is found under the heading of gross 
co8t of support for each prisoner. The average gross cost per 
prisoner in all the county prisons is $156.73.

The operation of the law which provides for a sentence of a fine 
and costs for certain offences is set forth in Tables H and I. Fully 
60 per cent, of the total number of persons committed to county 
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prisons under sentence are for non-payment of fine and costs. Fines 
are, in the main, imposed as a punishment for drunkenness ; the 
total number received during the year for this offence was 14,904, 
which is 688 less than for the preceding year. The jails and houses 
of correction at Fitchburg, Worcester, Springfield and Lowell have 
received an increased number of prisoners who were sentenced in 
this manner, while the number received at the Cambridge, Deer 
Island, Lawrence, Pittsfield and Plymouth houses of correction was 
less.

The foregoing statement is presented for the purpose of showing 
the total number of persons held in all the prisons in the State, to- 
gether with the method of commitments and releases during the 
year. It should be understood that all classes of prisoners arre in- 
cluded in the statement, — witnesses and those awaiting trial, as 
well as all who had received sentences. 

The total number of prisoners in custody Oct. 1, 1899, was 6,772, 
while at the date of this report the number is 6,769. There have 
been 514 fewer commitments by order of the courts than last year. 
An increased number whose permits of release had been previously 
revoked have been returned by the authorities. In addition to the 
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Dumber who have been allowed to go at liberty, in accordance with 
the provisions of law, 65 have died, 21 have escaped and 91 were 
removed to insane hospitals. In view of the apparent discrepancy 
between the number of prisoners removed to other prisons and the 
number removed from other prisons, it should be stated that the 
excess in the number of removals from other prisons occurs from 
the fact that 7 were transferred from the Lyman School for Boys to 
the Massachusetts Reformatory and 3 from the Lancaster School for 
Girls to the Reformatory Prison for Women. 

Commitment of Sentenced Pbisonebs. 

Facts concerning prisoners sentenced to jails and houses of cor- 
rection during the year are set forth in the three tables that im- 
mediately follow this statement. In comparison with last year, a 
larger number of persons have been sentenced to jails, while in the 
houses of correction the number is considerably smaller. Of the 
2,863 sentenced to all the jails in the State during the year, 351 
were females. The increase over the number for last year appears 
in the class of offences against public order. In the number of 
persons sentenced to the houses of correction there appears an in- 
crease in those sentenced for offences against the person and also 
for offences against propei*ty. The number sentenced for offences 
against public order is more than enough less, however, to over- 
balance the other two classes, so that the total number shows a 
decrease of 716, as compared with the year ending Sept. 30, 1899. 
In Table No. 3 the numbers given include both the jails and houses 
of correction. The total number sentenced to all the county prisons 
was 25,144. The class of offences that show an increase over last 
year are those of offences against property and against the person. 
For offences against public order there is a decrease of 790. While 
the total number of prisoners committed to the jails and houses of 
correction who had received a sentence of five years or more is not 
large, the percentage of increase over last year is quite marked.

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Table No. 8 is presented for the purpose of showing the total 
number of prisoners received at all the prisons in the State under a 
sentence. These figures have been presented elsewhere separately, 
but for convenience are now given in a consolidated form. Begin- 
ning with the year 1898, there has been a decrease of about 6 per 
cent, each year in the total number of sentenced prisoners received 
during the year, as compared with its immediate predecessor. The 
total number received last year, however, shows a reduction of less 
than 2 per cent. Of the three State institutions, the Massachusetts 
Reformatory shows a gain in the number of commitments of 25 over 
last year, while at the State Prison and the Reformatory Prison for 
Women the number is slightly smaller.

The reduction in the number committed to the State Prison ap- 
pears wholly in the oflTences against property, there being a slight 
increase in the other classes of offences, while at the Massachusetts 
Beformatory the reverse appears to be true, and almost the entire 
increase is shown in this class of offenders. Notwithstanding the 
decrease in the total number received at all the prisons, an increase 
appears over last year of 268 in the number of males and a decrease 
of 46 in the number of females committed for larceny, — a net in- 
crease of 222 for this crime. An increase of 50 males committed 
for assault is also shown, together with a decrease of 2 females. In 
Tables 10 and 11 a comparison is presented which indicates the 
number of prisoners committed for the various crimes and offences 
during the years 1899 and 1900.

The percentage of prisoners committed to the jails and houses of 
correction under a sentence during the year, who could read and 
write, is slightly larger than in the preceding year, and the number 
of illiterates correspondingly less. The increase in the percentage 
of those who could read and write appears with greater force among 
the females than among the number of males received. Considered 
in relation to the character of the offence, the number committed for 
offences against the person who are classed as illiterates is the same 
as in the year previous, while the number who could read and write 
is 27 greater. Among those committed for offences against property 
there is a difference of only 6 in the number of illiterates, while the 
number committed who could read and write was 213 more than the 
year before. A smaller number of illiterates, as well as those who 
could read and write, were committed for offences against public order. 
The percentage of decrease, however, is larger among the illiterates. 
Information concerning the education of prisoners sentenced to the 
county prisons during the year is given in Table No. 19 : —

It will be observed, by reference to Table No. 20, that, of the 
25,144 persons committed to the county jails and houses of correc- 
tion during the year, 14,104, or more than one-half, had served one 
or more previous sentences, and that 4,352 had previously been 
committed more than five times and 42 more than fifty times. The 
number of male prisoners who had previously been committed was 
162 less than the year preceding, while an increase of 1 in the num- 
ber of recommitted females is shown. While there is a reduction 
of 161, when compared with last year, in the total number who had 
formerly served sentences, the percentage of reduction is much 
larger in the number committed for the first time.

Tables 22, 23, 24 and 25 contain information concerning prisoners 
committed during the year for drunkenness. As compared with last 
year, the total number of persons committed for this offence was 630 
less. The counties showing a marked difference in the number com- 
mitted, in comparing the two years, are Suffolk, where there has 
been a decrease of 1,547, and Worcester, where an increase of 661 
is shown. Berkshire, Essex, Hampden, Hampshire, Middlesex and 
Norfolk counties show a small increase over last year, while in 
Bristol and Plymouth counties the number is slightly smaller. Not- 
withstanding that the total number is smaller than in the preceding 
year, the number committed who were under twenty years of age is 
greater ; this also applies to the number committed who were more 
than forty years old, the decrease appearing in the number com- 
mitted for drunkenness \yho were between the ages of twenty and 
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forty years. The number of former commitmeDts of prisoners sen- 
tenced for drunkenness during the year is shown in Table No. 25. 
Out of a total number of 18,729, the number of 11,021 had pre- 
viously been sentenced for this offence, 3,580 had previously served 
five or more sentences, 867 had records of former sentences amount- 
ing to fifteen or more, and 37 had been previously committed more 
than fifty times.

Id computing the number of prisoners as compared with the entire 
population in each county throughout the State, the census returns of 
1900 have been used. As the comparison made in the report of last 
year was based on the census of 1895, the difference is not as great 
as appears. The increase of 300,000 in the population of the State 
^necessarily increases the number of persons to one prisoner. It is 
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not strange, therefore, that nearly every county shows a gain in the 
population to one prisoner. Had the estimate been made, as was 
done last year, on the census returns of 1895, one prisoner to every 
650 of the population would have been shown, instead of one to every 
730. The latter result is arrived at from the most recent figures.

Id Table No. 36 the offences for which prisoners are held in all 
the prisons in the State on a sentence of a given time are shown. 
The number of prisoners awaiting trial, also those in custody for 
non-payment of a fine and costs, are not included in this table, but 
are presented elsewhere. When compared with a year ago, the 
offences that show a noticeable change in the number committed are 
those of breaking and entering, that offence showing a reduction 
from 682 in the year ending Sept. 30, 1899, to 374 for the same 
date in 1900. A few years ago the number committed for this 
offence appeared to be on the increase. The number sentenced for 
larceny has increased from 908 last year to 1,002, as shown in the 
following table. The total number sentenced for assault does not 
differ materially from that of the year previous, but is given more 
in detail this year, — that is, the character of the assault is more 
definitely set forth. The number in custody for offences against 
the person has increased from 711 to 732; for offences against 
property, from 1,842 to 1,937; while for offences against public 
order the number has decreased from 3,188 to 3,150.

The total number of prisoners held in all the prisons in the State, 
for. whatever cause, on the 30th of September, 1900, is presented in 
Table No. 40. Compared with a year ago, there is an increased 
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number of males and a reduction in the number of females. The 
number in custody at the Massachusetts Reformatory and at the 
State Farm shows quite an increase, while the number in the county 
prisons is somewhat less. At the State Prison there is an increase 
of 1 and at the Reformatory Prison for Women an increase of 2. 
The total number is only 3 less than a year ago, now being 6,769.

The decrease in the proportion of prisoners committed for non- 
payment of a fine and costs, which was shown in the report for 1899, 
still continues. In 1897 more than fifteen per cent, of all commit- 
ments under a sentence were imposed in this manner, while during 
the past year the court returns indicate that less than nine per cent, 
received sentences of a fine and costs. Of the three classes of 
offences, the decrease appears in the class against public order; 
under each of the other classes a small increase is indicated.

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Insanity in Prisons. 

For several years a table showing the number of prisoners re- 
moved to insane hospitals from all the prisons in the State has been 
incladed in the report of the commissioners. The total number thus 
transferred during the past year is slightly in excess of that for last 
year. In previous reports attention has been called to the fact that 
a larger number than is generally supposed are committed to prison 
who are of unsound mind at the time of commitment; but, the 
insanity not being sufficiently developed to warrant the courts in 
ordering their removal to an insane hospital, they are committed to 
prison. The fact that there are such excellent facilities for caring 
for insane criminals at the State Farm has doubtless prompted 
prison physicians in recommending the transfer of those whose 
insanity was of a mild type, and who might probably have been 
treated at the prison if it had become necessary so to do.

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Prison Libraries. 

Iq Table No. 46 the number of volumes in each of the prison 
libraries is presented. The total number is 26,099 ; this number is 
nearly 2,000 less than the number reported a year ago. At the 
State Prison, and the house of correction at South Boston, the 
number of books is considerably smaller than that given in last 
year's report. Additions have been made to the libraries at the 
Cambridge and Northampton houses of correction. Considered as a 
whole, it would seem that very little had been expended on prison 
libraries during the year.

INSTITUTIONS. 
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Sentences by the United States Courts. 
The number of prisoners received from the United States courts 
is much smaller than formerly. For several years there has been a 
gradual reduction in this respect. Of the 15 committed during the 
past year, 2 were sentenced to the State Prison, 3 to the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory, 1 each to the New Bedford and Pittsfield 
houses of correction, 5 to the Cambridge jail, and 1 each to the 
Greenfield, Lawrence and Lowell jails. The offences for which 
the commitments were made are presented in the following table : —

From information contained in reports of the various police de- 
partments, and of every police officer making arrests in a city or 
town not having a chief of police, as provided in chapter 226 of the 
Acts of 1882, statistics have been prepared containing information 
regarding arrests made in every city and town throughout the State 
during the year ending Sept. 30, 1900. From the reports referred 
to it is found that since the last annual report of the commissioners 
91,951 arrests have been made; as compared with the preceding 
year, the number is 4,068 less. While the combined number of 
arrests made in all the cities of the Commonwealth is 4,191 smaller 
than for the preceding year, the total number reported to have been 
made in all the towns is 123 more. This increase is found in the 
larger number of males arrested for offences against public order, 
and of females for offences against property. The total number of 
females arrested, both in cities and towns, was smaller than last 
year. More than the entire decrease above referred to is found in 
the number arrested in cities for drunkenness, where there has been 
a reduction of 4,695. The number arrested for drunkenness in the 
towns is slightly larger than last year. In Table No. 50 the total 
number of arrests in each county are given for the year. The 
counties where a somewhat marked difference appears, as compared 
with the preceding year, are Suffolk and Bristol, where there has 
been a substantial reduction, and Middlesex and Worcester each 
show a noticeable increase. Other counties showing a reduction of 
less magnitude are Essex, Norfolk and Plymouth, while Berk- 
shire, Hampden and Hampshire counties present a corresponding 
increase. 

In Table No. 49 the number of arrests during the year in each 
city for drunkenness, also for all other offences, will be found. The 
increase in the total number arrested for drunkenness in Fitchburg, 
Lowell and Salem is somewhat marked, while the percentage of de- 
crease in the number arrested in Boston, Brockton and Fall River 
is equally apparent. Table No. 52 will be found to contain informa- 
tion of interest, setting forth the number of arrests in each of the 
cities and all the towns in the State for the year 1895, together with 
the census of that year, as compared with the number arrested dur- 
ing the year ending Sept. 30, 1900, and including the most recent 
census. Very little change appears in the percentage of arrests, as 
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compared with the population in all the towns in the Common- 
wealth; but in the cities, taken as a whole, a substantial reduction 
appears in the percentage not only of the number arrested for 
drunkenness but in the number arrested for all other offences. In 
1895 the total number of arrests was 98,937, and the population of 
the State, according to the census of that year, was 2,500,183; 
while during the past year, with the population of the State increased 
to 2,805,346, the total number of arrests was only 91,951, — a re- 
duction of 6,986. During the year ending Sept. 30, 1895, the total 
number of persons arrested for drunkenness in all the cities in the 
State was 55,256, and for the same offenoe in all the towns through- 
out the Commonwealth 6,557 were taken into custody. With an 
additional population of 305,163 during the five years since 1895, 
the total arrests for drunkenness for the past year were as follows : 
in the cities, 48,487; in the towns, 6,777, — a total of 55,264, or 
6,549 less than the number reported for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1895. Of the 33 cities in the Commonwealth, 21 present a smaller 
number of arrests for drunkenness for the year 1900 than during 
the year 1895, in each case ending with September 30. The force 
of this reduction is more noticeable from the fact that in nearly 
every city the population has materially increased. With an in- 
crease in the population of Boston during the past five years of 
63,972, a decrease of 6,292 in the number of arrests for drunken- 
ness is shown. Substantially the same ratio of increase in popula- 
tion and decrease in arrests prevails in Lowell and other cities.

Probation Cases. 
The Legislature of 1900 introduced new features regarding the 
probation work. In previoua years, complying with the laws of 
the Commonwealth, the probation officers of the various courts 
throughout the State have submitted information to the Commission- 
ers of Prisons concerning this part of our judicial system. From 
these reports statistics are prepared which are presented in tables 
Nos. 53, 54 and S5. These tallies show the number taken on prol)a- 
tioD by each court under authority of chapter 3.^6 of the Acts of 
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1891, also the offences for which such persons were brought into 
court. The number of cases of drunkenness investigated by the pro- 
bation officers is given in Table No. 54, while in Table No. 55 the 
ages as well as the offences are presented. Chapter 449 of the Acts 
of 1900 adds what are distinctively new features to the probation 
service, and is herewith presented in full : — 

An Act relative to the Probation Service. 
Be it enacted^ etc., <m follows : 

Section 1. When a person is placed on probation by any municipal, 
police or district court, under the provisions of chapter three hundred and 
fifty-six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and of 
any acts in amendment thereof, sentence may first be imposed upon him. 
The court may direct that the execution of the sentence be suspended for 
such time and on such terms and conditions as it shall fix, and may place 
such person on probation in the custody of the probation officer of said 
court, during such suspension. If the sentence is to pay a fine and to stand 
committed until the same is paid the fine may be paid to said probation offi- 
cer at any time during the period of probation, whereupon the order of 
commitment shall be void. Said officer shall give a receipt for every fine 
so paid, shall keep a record of the same, shall pay the fine to the clerk 
of the court at its next session, and shall keep on file the clerk's receipt 
therefor. 

Section 2. At any time prior to the final disposition of the case of any 
person placed on probation in the custody of a probation officer said officer 
may arrest him without a warrant or other process and bring him before the 
court, or the court may issue a warrant directing that he be arrested and 
brought before it. When such person is brought before such police, munic- 
ipal or district court the court may revoke the suspension of the execution 
of his sentence, whereupon his sentence shall be in full force and effect, or 
the court may continue the suspension. 

Section 3. The probation officers of such municipal, police and district 
courts as the commissioners of prisons from time to time shall designate 
shall give to said commissioners such information as they shall request re- 
garding their work, and shall report to said commissioners, on blanks or 
forms furnished by them, such facts as they shall ask for regarding all cases 
brought before said courts and investigated by said officers, and regarding 
all cases of persons placed upon probation in their custody. Said commis- 
sioners shall keep a record of all cases reported to them, in the form most 
convenient for reference. 

Section 4. When in the opinion of any such probation officer any per- 
son arrested within the jurisdiction of his court resides within the jurisdic- 
tion of another court he shall at once apply to said commissioners for 
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information regarding sach person ; and said commissioners shall at once 
give the inqairing probation officer all information they may have or can 
obtain through other probation officers or police officials. They shall send 
to the probation officer of the court within the jurisdiction of which such 
person resides such information as they may receive regarding the disposi- 
tion of such case. It shall be the duty of the police of the several cities 
and towns to co-operate with said probation officers, and with said com- 
missioners, in obtaining information, and said probation officers shall assist 
each other and said commissioners in their several duties. Said commis- 
sioners shall give to the board of police for the city of Boston, and to all 
chiefs of police and city marshals, all information the commissioners may 
have in any case regarding which said police officials shall inquire. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of said commissioners, from time to 
time, to confer with the justices of the several courts for the purpose of 
securing an improvement of the probation service, greater uniformity in 
the administration of the duties of probation officers, and a better co- 
ordination of their work. They shall also confer with the probation officers 
of said courts and shall give said officers such assistance as will promote 
the best interests of the service. 

Section 6. Whenever in the opinion of said commissioners a conference 
of any or all of the probation officers and assistant probation officers will 
secure their better co-operation with each other and will promote the effi- 
ciency of their work, said commissioners shall cause such conference to be 
held, and one of said commissioners shall preside over the same. The rea- 
sonable travelling expenses of said officers in attending such conferences 
shall be paid as their other expenses are paid. 

Section 7. During the month of November of each year said commis- 
sioners shall make a report to the governor on the operation of the probation 
system and its results, together with recommendations for the improvement 
of the service. 

Section 8. Said commissioners shall be furnished with such additional 
office accommodations as they shall need ; shall be provided with all neces- 
sary facilities for carrying on the work required of them by this act, and 
may employ such assistance as the governor and council from time to time 
shall authorize. 

Section 9. This act shall take effect on the first day of October of the 
current year. [_Approved July 10^ 1900. 

In view of the fact that this act did not take effect until the first 
day of October, and that the year for which this report is prepared 
ended September 30, the only work that has been done under the 
law refers to carrying oat during the coming year the provisions of 
the act. It may be added, however, that on the second day of 
October, as authorized in section 6, a conference with all the proba- 
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tion officers throughout the State was held at the State House. The 
meeting was largely attended, and, after a statement concerning the 
new law by the chairmdn of this Board, who presided, suggestions 
concerning the operation of the law were made by the different 
probation officers. It is believed that the result of such a meeting 
cannot be other than beneficial. An appropriation for carrying into 
effect the provisions of the law will be necessary. 

The total number of cases taken on probation during the year by 
all the different courts, authorized by chapter 356 of the Acts of 
1891, was 6,201 ; this number is an increase over last year of 575. 
The increase is most apparent in the police and municipal courts of 
Fitchburg, Holyoke and Lowell, together with the following district 
courts : Second Bristol, Third Eastern Middlesex and First Southern 
Worcester. With the exception of the Second Bristol court, the 
increase appears largely among the number taken on probation for 
drunkenness. An increase over last year in the number placed on 
probation is shown for the following offences : assault and battery, 
drunkenness, larceny, and neglect of family ; the number of com- 
mon night-walkers placed on probation has been reduced from 76 in 
1899 to 24 during the past year. The number for being idle and 
disorderly is also less. A decrease of 1,544, as compared with last 
year, has occurred in the number of cases of drunkenness investi- 
gated by the probation officers, as provided in chapter 427 of the 
Acts of 1891. The decrease in the number of cases referred to the 
probation officers has been even greater. For the year ending Sept. 
30, 1899, the total number reported was 51,141, while for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1900, the whole number was only 46,469. Taken 
as a whole, an increased number of cases of drunkenness were 
investigated over last year in all the courts, with the exception of 
Boston, where more than the entire decrease is found.

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Cbiminal Prosecutions. 

Sections 34 and 35 of chapter 219 of the Public Statutes provide 
as follows : — 

Section 34. Clerks of courts shall annually, on or before the fifteenth 
day of October, make a return to the commissioners in relation to all crim- 
inal cases commenced before the grand jury which have been pending in 
their several counties during the year ending on the last day of the preced- 
ing month, and a like return of all criminal cases coming to their several 
courts by appeal and so pending. 

Section 35. Trial justices, and the clerks, or, where there are no clerks, 
the justices of police, district and municipal courts, shall annually, at the 
time and for the period mentioned, in the preceding section, make a like 
return of all criminal cases in which such justices or courts have exercised 
final jarisdiction, and of all such cases in which they have exercised juris- 
diction not final. 

In conformity with the provisions of the above statutes, the diflfer- 
ent officials throughout the Commonwealth have forwarded to the 
Commissioners of Prisons information' concerning criminal proceed- 
ings in their various jurisdictions. From such information tables 
have been prepared, showing the criminal prosecutions in all the 
municipal, police and district courts, and by trial justices ; also set- 
ting forth the result of criminal actions in the superior courts. These 
tables follow the review of murder trials for the year. 

It appears that at the beginning of the year 1,553 cases were pend- 
ing, and that during the year 5,938 cases have been begun in the 
superior courts. The number of cases begun is 230 in excess of last 
year ; this increase has occurred in all the three classes of ofifences. 
For offences against the person the number has increased from 936 
to 998; against property, from 1,723 to 1,804; and against public 
order, from 3,049 to 3,136. In the lower courts the reverse is 
shown, and a reduction of 2,482 in the total number of cases begun 
in the municipal, police and district courts, together with cases 
brought before trial justices, appears. The entire number of lower 
court cases begun during the past year was 96,298, divided as fol- 
lows : for offences against the person, 8,505 ; against property, 11,- 
126; and against public order, 76,667. For offences against the 
person, as well as against public order, the number is less than last 
year; while for offences against property there has been a small 
gain. 
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Trials for Murder. 

In view of the extraordinary interest that is taken in trials for 
murder, a brief review is presented, covering each case that has been 
brought before the courts during the year. The information here- 
with presented' is obtained from clerks of the superior courts. It 
appears that no indictments for murder have been found by the grand 
juries in the courts of Berkshire, Dukes County, Franklin, Plym- 
outh and Nantucket counties. 

Edwin Ray Snow committed the crime of murder by killing James 
T. Whittemore, Sept. 13, 1899, in the town of Yarmouth. On the 
10th of October, 1899, an indictment of murder was found against 
the defendant. When brought before the court for trial, Jan. 1, 
1900, Snow retracted his former plea of '* not guilty," and pleaded 
guilty to the charge of murder. He was thereupon sentenced to be 
executed in the manner prescribed by law. On Jan. 11, 1900, the 
sentence imposed by the court was commuted by the Governor to 
imprisonment for life in the State Prison. At the time Snow was 
committed to the prison he was seventeen years of age. 

Reference was made in the report of last year to the case of John 
Roberts, who was indicted May 18, 1899, for murdering Maria 
Roberts, alias Maria Letcher, in the city of Lawrence, March 4, 
1899. Upon being brought to trial, Nov. 3, 1899, the defendant 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree. This action was 
accepted by the government, and Roberts was at once sentenced to 
the State Prison for life. When committed to the prison he gave 
his age as thirty- nine years. 

In the Middlesex superior court, on Oct. 21, 1899, William H. 
T. Kelly was indicted for murdering Theresa Kelly, in the city of 
Lowell, June 30, 1899 ; his trial was assigned for the February term 
of court. On the 21st of that month Kelly retracted his former plea 
of ** not guilty," and pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree. 
Sentence of life imprisonment in the State Prison was immediately 
imposed by the court, this being the punishment prescribed by the 
statutes for the defendant's crime. The prisoner is thirty-six years 
of age. 
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Joseph A. Hill, charged with the crime of murdering his wife, 
Mary T. Hill, in the town of Barnstable, June 16, 1899, was in- 
dicted by the grand jury in the county of Barnstable on Feb. 10, 
1900. When brought to trial, at the March term of the superior 
court, the defendant retracted his former plea of ** not guilty," and 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree. This plea was ac- 
cepted by the government, and Hill was sentenced to imprisonment 
in the State Prison during the remainder of his natural life, and was 
committed to the prison March 7. He is twenty-six years of age. 

Martha Williams was indicted in the Bristol superior court, 
Nov. 13, 1899, for murder. The crime was committed Oct. 4, 1899, 
in the town of Attleborough, the victim being her own five-months- 
old child, by the name of Miletta Williams. On March 12, 1900, 
the case was called for trial, when the defendant entered a plea of 
guilty of murder in the second degree. This action being acceptable 
to the Commonwealth, the woman was sentenced for a term of life 
imprisonment in the New Bedford house of correction. The prisoner 
was unmarried, and twenty-five years of age. 

John W. Seery and Joseph E. Seery were each charged with 
murdering Ellen Seery, on the 2d of July, 1899, in the town of 
Dedham. Indictments were returned against each of the defendants, 
Sept. 12, 1899. On the 11th of December, 1899, the cases were 
brought to trial, and the two men were tried together, each entering 
a plea of **not guilty." After a trial, lasting ten days, the jury 
rendered a verdict of not guilty in the case of each of the defendants. 
Beference was made to these cases in the report of 1899. 

William J. Young was indicted in the Norfolk superior court, 
Dec. 7, 1899, haying been previously charged with the crime of mur- 
dering Benjamin F. Coolbroth, in the town of Randolph, Sept. 9, 

1899. The case was assigned for trial on April 23, 1900. During 
the progress of the trial the prisoner retracted his former plea of 
** not guilty," and pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree, 
which plea was accepted by the district attorney. On April 26, 

1900, Young received a sentence of life imprisonment in the State 
Prison. The prisoner is twenty-two years of age. 

At the December, 1899, term of the Suffolk superior court, an 
indictment of murder was found against LuiGi Storti, who had been 
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preyioosly charged with killing Michele Calacci, in the city of Bos- 
ton, on the 7th of November, 1899. The case was brought to trial 
June 25 y 1900, when the defendant pleaded not guilty. At the con- 
clusion of the trial a verdict of guilty of murder in the first degree 
was rendered. Exceptions have been filed, and the case is still pend- 
ing in the court. 

Henbt E. Pabsons is charged with the crime of murder by kill- 
ing William T. Hammond, in the city of Boston, June 18, 1900. 
An indictment was found in July. The clerk of the courts does not 
report that any date has been assigned for the trial. 

Peter F. Kino was indicted in the Worcester superior court, 
Oct. 18, 1899, having been arrested on the charge of murdering 
Mary King, in the town of Sturbridge, Sept. 12, 1899. The de- 
fendant was brought to trial Oct. 26, 1899, when he was adjudged 
not guilty, by reason of insanity. The court thereupon ordered 
that King stand committed to the State Asylum for Insane Criminals 
at Bridgewater during the remainder of his natural life. 

On Oct. 18, 1899, an indictment of murder was returned in the 
Worcester superior court against Karop Kapioian, charged with 
killing Nishan Harontimian, in the city of Fitchburg, Aug. 17, 
1899. The case was brought to trial Feb. 11, 1900, and continued 
four days, when a verdict of guilty of murder in the second degree 
was rendered. Sentence as provided by law was imposed, and it 
was ordered that Kapigian be committed to the State Prison, there 
to remain during his natural life. The prisoner states that he is 
thirty years of age. 

The case of Hal A. Hollingsworth, who is charged with mur- 
dering Mabel Leonard, in the town of Douglas, Oct. 8, 1899, 
remains untried. An indictment was found against the defendant 
Oct. 18, 1899. It is not learned that any date has been assigned 
for trial.

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Recommendations and Suggestions. 

Becommendations and suggestions referring directly to the State 
Prison, the Reformatory Prison for Women or the Massachusetts^ 
Reformatory have been included with that portion of this report 
covering these institutions. Other recommendations, more general 
in character but having reference to prison and criminal matters, are 
herewith presented. 

Concerning United States Prisoners. 

The statutes provide that prisoners may be sentenced to the State 
Prison who have been convicted before any court of the United 
States held within the district of Massachusetts. In all other prisons- 
throughout the State the law permits the imprisonment of United 
States prisoners without regard to the State in which the United 
States court is held. It is suggested that the law be amended in 
such a manner as to make it uniform in. its application to all the 
prisons in the Commonwealth, including the State Prison. 

Appointment of Officers to the State Prison and to the Massachusetts^ 

Reformatory. 

In previous reports of the commissioners attention has been called 
to the importance of establishing an age limit for oflScers entering, 
the service of the Commonwealth both at the State Prison and at the 
Massachusetts Reformatory. The superintendent of the reformatory 
states in his report that the average age of all the turnkeys and 
watchmen in that institution is upwards of forty-eight years. While 
of course it need not necessarily be implied that officers of that age 
are incapacitated from performing valuable work, it is of importance,, 
however, that persons entering the service should be much younger 
than are likely to be secured under the present law. The recom- 
mendation made in the reports of 1898 and 1899 is hereby renewed^ 

Requirements of Election Laws. 

The Legislature of 1900, in chapter 241, provided that *<The 
commissioners of prisons of Massachusetts, the penal institutions 
commissioner of Boston, the pauper institution trustees of Boston,, 
and the insane hospital trustees of Boston, shall, ten days before 
every State and city election in Boston, transmit to the board oi 
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election commissioners of Boston the names of all persons then con- 
fined in the institutions under their charge, respectively, whose terms 
of confinement expire after the date of such election, and who had a 
last known residence in Boston." It is clear that the purpose of the 
law is to aid in preventing fraudulent voting in the city of Boston. 
The provisions of the law, however, apply not only to legal voters, 
but also. with equal force to those who had not reached their major- 
ity at the time of sentence, also to all female prisoners. The law is 
applicable at the State as well as the city election. Perfecting 
amendments, covering what was evidently an oversight, in includ- 
ing persons who are not voters, are recommended. 

Sentences to the Reformatory Prison for Women. 

While the object to be obtained in the administration of the Re- 
formatory Prison for Women and the Massachusetts Reformatory 
are in the main the same, the provisions of the law with respect to 
manner of sentences is quite unlike. 

At the time of the establishment of the Reformatory Prison for 
Women the indeterminate sentence to prison was only a theory. 
Since then different Legislatures have recognized its importance, in 
applying it not only to the Massachusetts Reformatory but also to 
the State Prison. Of the three State penal institutions, the reform- 
atory for female offenders alone remains unchanged. It has been 
•shown in different reports that the actual average time served by 
prisoners under the indeterminate sentence does not greatly differ 
from the length of sentence imposed for a definite time ; the great 
advantage being the moral restraint which the supervision by the 
State authorities exerts over the person set at liberty prior to the 
expiration of his sentence. It is recommended that the laws relative 
to sentences to the Reformatory Prison for Women be amended in 
such a manner as to conform to the system concerning sentences to 
the Massachusetts Reformatory. 

Supervision of Prisoners released prior to the Expiration of Sentence. 

Recent legislation, having reference to the release of prisoners 
from the State penal institutions, has been of such a character as to 
provide that a very large proportion of prisoners are set at liberty 
prior to the expiration of sentence, upon certain conditions. The 
conditions established by the commissioners are, in substance, that 
the prisoner shall lead an orderly and correct life. It has always 
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been the purpose of the commissioners to keep in as close touch as 
possible with each person released, by requiring monthly reports, 
either by letter or in person. It is important that, if the indetermi- 
nate sentence law is to be of value, those enjoying its privileges 
shall comply faithfully with its provisions. The fact that upon re- 
lease from prison, prisoners go in different directions, covering all 
parts of the State, illustrates the difficulty of having an intimate 
knowledge of the conduct of the person who is still under the sur- 
veillance of the State. 

In order that a more perfect system may be established regarding 
this feature of penal administration, it is recommended that the com- 
missioners be given authority to require of probation officers reports 
concerning prisoners who have received permits of release prior to 
the expiration of sentence, and whose home is within the jurisdiction 
of the officer. 

Transfer of Prisoners. 

The Legislature of 1894 provided << that the commissioners of 
prisons may remove to the Massachusetts reformatory any convict 
held in the state prison upon a sentence for a term of years, and 
they may at any time return to the state prison any convict so re- 
moved." Since the enactment of this law the manner of sentences 
to the State Prison has been changed from a fixed number of years 
to what is known as the indeterminate sentence law, whereby a 
minimum and maximum limit is provided as to the length of time to 
be served. It is believed that the law of 1894 should be amended 
in order that it may apply to the present method of sentences to 
that institution. It is also suggested that the law be amended in 
such a manner as to empower the commissioners to transfer aged and 
infirm prisoners from the State Prison to the State Farm at Bridge- 
water. 

The statutes provide that, upon the application of the trustees of 
the Lyman and Industrial Schools, the Commissioners of Prisons 
may cause any boy confined in the Lyman School for Boys at West- 
borough upon a sentence for any offence to be removed to the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory. In the same manner any boy so removed 
may be returned to the said Lyman School. 

A similar law exists relative to removals from the Industrial 
School for Girls to the Reformatory Prison for Women. The trus- 
tees of the House for the Employment and Reformation of Juvenile 
Offenders of the City of Boston have indicated a desire that similar 
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proYision be made relative to that institution. The age as well as 
the character of the inmates of the House of Reformation are sub- 
stantially the same as those committed to the Lyman School, hence 
there would seem to be no apparent reason why such a law should 
not be enacted, and the same is recommended by the commissioners* 

Treatment of Common Drunkards. 

During the past year 18,729 persons received a sentence for the 
ofience of drunkenness. Of this number, 3,580 had previously 
served five or more sentences, and 867 admitted having been com- 
mitted more than fifteen times. That the excessive use of intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage is very largely responsible for crime, i» 
generally understood. It has been truly said that the type of crimi- 
nal which it is the desire of every good citizen to suppresses but the 
natural outgrowth of his heredity as well as his environment. Crime 
and criminal acts cannot be prevented as long as the conditions for 
developing them are allowed to flourish. Our social conditions are 
of such a character that great efforts are made to educate the off- 
spring of the confirmed drunkard to become an upright citizen, with 
what success the records of our prisons can best illustrate. It will 
be admitted that this class of persons, in addition to being useless to 
themselves and to the community, are, so long as they continue to 
propagate their kind, the most expensive as well as the most danger- 
ous element in society. How shall they be eliminated? No one 
more clearly understands the difficulty of such an undertaking than 
he who has made the effort. 

By reference to tabulated information upon preceding pages ot 
this report concerning the character of sentences imposed for drunk- 
enness, it will be observed that, in compliance with the statutes, 
either a fine and costs, or a sentence of from eight to thirty days in 
prison, is the penalty usually imposed. That the drunkard is any 
less a drunkard at the expiration of his sentence, no one pretends ; 
on the contrary, a repetition of the same action is generally antici- 
pated. If the purpose of the law is to prevent a recurrence of the 
offence, its inadequacy must be apparent. Remembering that the 
object to be secured is the prevention of crime, there would seem 
to be but one rational course to pursue, viz., to place the person 
addicted to the use of intoxicating liquor to the extent indicated^ 
where it is no longer possible for him to procure it. With such a 
course in view, it is recommended that the laws be so amended that» 
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After a given number of commitments for drunkenness, any person 
i^onvicted of that offence be regarded as a common drunkard, and 
that he be committed for an indefinite period, with the distinct un- 
derstanding that it is to be for a very much longer time than is now 
provided by law. The development of unproductive land by con- 
victs is no new thought ; its application in connection with this class 
of offenders is believed to be thoroughly practical. The Legislature 
of 1898, in chapter 393, ** authorized the Governor and Council to 
purchase or otherwise take in fee any parcel of waste and unused 
land, not exceeding one thousand acres in area; and the same act 
also provides that the Governor may establish on said land a tempo- 
rary industrial camp for prisoners, and that prisoners held at said 
•camp shall be employed in reclaiming and improving said land.'' 
With the law relating to sentences amended in such a manner as to 
provide for holding the class of offenders referred to for a decidedly 
greater length of time, it is believed that the provisions of the stat- 
utes quoted above could be carried into effect with advantage to the 
Commonwealth.
